HIS LETTER ACCEPTING THE, 
NOMINATION. 


THE NECESSITY FOR TARIFF REFORM 
AGAIN URGED—““UNNECESSARY TAX- 
ATION IS UNJUST TAXATION”—HOW 
THE BIG SURPLUS‘ AFFECTS LABOR— 
TRUSTS MUST BE SUPPRESSED— 
PARTISAN MISREPRESENTATION DE- 
NOUNCED. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1888.

GENTLEMEN: In addressing to you my ° 
formal acceptance of the nomination to the 
Presidency of the United States, my 
thoughts persistently dwell upon the im- 
pressive relation of such action to the 
American people, whose confidence is thus 
invited, and to the political party to which | 
I belong, just entering upon a contest for 
continued supremacy. 

The world does not afford a spectacle 
more sublime than is furnished when mill- 
ions of free and intelligent American citi- 
vens select their Chief Magistrate, and bid 
one of their number to find the highest 
earthly honor and the full measure of pub- 
lic duty in ready submission to their will. 

It follows that.a candidate for this high 
office can never forget that when the tur- 
moiland the strife which attend the se- 
lection of its incumbent shall be heard no 
more ‘there must be in the quiet calm which 
follows a complete and solemn self-conse- 
cration by the people’s chosen President of 
every faculty and endeavor to the service 
of a confiding and generous nation of free- 
men. These thoughts are-intensified by the. 
light of my experience in the Presidential 
office, which has soberly impressed me 
with the severe responsibilities which it 
imposes, whilevit has quickened my love 
for American institutions and taught me 
the priceless value of the trust of my coun- 
trymen. ; ‘ 

It is of the highest importance that those 
who administer our Government should 
jealously protect and maintain the rights of 
American citizens at home and abroad, and 
should strive to achieve for our couniry her 
proper place among the nations of the earth ; 
but there is no people whose heme interests 
are so great, and whose numerous objects 
of domestic concern deserve so much watch- 
fulness and care. Among these are the 
regtlation of a sound financial system 
suited to our needs, thus securing an effi- 
cient agency of national wealth and gen- 
‘ eral prosperity ; the construction and equip- 
ment of means of defense, to insure our 
national safety and maintain the honor be- 
neath which such national safety reposes; 
the protection of our national domain, 
still stretching beyond the needs of a 
century’s expansion, and its preservation 
for the settler and the pioneer of 
our marvelous growth; a sensible and 
sincere recognition of the value of Ameri- 
can labor, leading to the scrupulous care 
and just appreciation of the interests of 
our workingmen; the limitation and check. 
ing of such monopolistic tendencies and 
schemes 2s interfere with the advantages 
and benefits which the people may. rightly 
claim; a generous regard and care for our 
surviving soldiers and sailors, and for the 
widows and orphans of such as have died, 
to the end that while the appreciation of 
their services and sacrifices is quickened 
the application of their pension fund to 
improper cases may be prevented; protec- 
tion against a servile immigration, which 
injuriously competes with our laboring 
men in the field of toil, and adds to our 
population an element ignorant of our 
institutions and laws, impossible of assim- 
ilation with our people and dangerous 
to our peace and welfare; a strict and stead- 
fast adherence to the principles of civil 
service reform and a thorough execution of 
the laws passed for their enforcement, thus | 
permitting to our people the advantages of 
business methodsin the operation of their 
Government; the guarantee to our colored 
citizens of all their rights of citizenship, 
and their just recognition and encourage- 
ment in all things pertaining to that rela- 
tion; a firm, patient, and humane Indian 
policy, so that in peaceful relations with . 
the Government the civilization of the In- 
dian may be promoted, with resulting quiet 
and safety to the settlers on our frontiers, 
andthe curtailment of public expense by 
the introduction of economical methods in 
every department of the Government. 

The pledges contained in the platform 
adopted by the late convention of the Na- 
tional Democracy lead to the advancement 
of these objects and insure good govern- 
ment—the aspiration of every true Amer- 
ican citizen and the motive for every 
patriotic action and effort. In the con- 
sciousness that much has been done in the 
direction of good government by the pres- 
ent Administration, and submitting its 
record to the fair inspection of-my country- 
men, I indorse the platform thus presented, 
with the determination that. if Iam again 
called to the Chief Magistracy, there shall 
be a continuance of devoted endeavor to 
advance the interests of the entire country. 

Our scale of Federal taxation and its con- 
sequences largely engross at this time the 
attention of our citizens, and the people are. 
soberly considering the necessity of meas- } 
ures of relief. Onur Government is the crea-} 
tion of the people, established to carry out: 
their designs and accomplish their good. 
1t was founded on justice, and was made 
for a free, intelligent, and virtuous people. 
lt is only useful when within their control, 
and only serves them well when regulated 
and gnided by their constant touch. It is 
a free Government because it guarantees to 
every American citizen the unrestricted 
personal use and enjoyment of all the re- 
ward of his toil and of all his income ex- 
cept what may be his fair contribution to 
necessary publicexpense. Therefore itis not 
only the right but the duty of a free people, 
in the enforcement of this guarantee, to in- 
sist that such expense should be strictly 
limited to the actual public needs. It seems 
perfectly clear that when the Government, 
this instrumentality. created and . main- 
tained by the people to do their bidding, 
turns upon them and, through an utter per- 
version of its powers, extorts from their 
jabor and capital tribute largely in excess 
of public necessities, the creature has re- 
belled against the creator and the masters 
ure robbed by their servants. 

The cost of the Government must con- 
tinue to be met by tariff duties collected at 
our Custom, Houses upon imported goods, 
and by internal revenue taxes assessed 
upon spirituous and malt liquors, tobacco, 
and oleomargarine. I it is needless 





suppose 
to explain that all these duties and assess- { 


ments are added to the price of the articles 
upon which they are levied, and thus be- 
come a tax upon all those who buy these 
articles for use and consumption. . I sup- 
pose, too, it is well understood that the ef- 
feot of this tariff taxation is net limited to 
the consumers of imported articles, but 
that the duties imposed upon such 
articles permit;a corresponding increase 
in price to be laid upon domestic produac- 
tions.of the same kind, which increase, paid 
by all our people as consumers of home pro- 


ductions and entering every American 


home, constitutes a form of taxation as cer- 
tain and as inevitable as though the amount 
was annually paid into the hand of the tax 
gatherer. These results are’ inseparable 
from the plan we have adopted for the col- 
lection of our revenue by tariff duties, 
They are not mentioned to discredit the 
system, but by way of preface tothe state- 
ment that every million of dollars collected 
at our Custom Houses for duties upon im- 
ported articles and paid into the public 
Treasury represent many millions more, 
which, though never reaching the National 
Treasury, are paid by our citizens as the 
increased cost of domestic productions re- 
sulting from our tariff laws. 

In these circumstances, and in view of 
this necessary effect of the operation of our 
plan for raising revenue, the absolute duty 
of limiting the rate of tariff charges to 
the necessities of a frugal and economical 
administration of the Government seems 
to be perfectly plain. The continuance, 
upon a pretext of meeting public expendi- 


.tures, of sucha scale of tariff taxation as 


draws from the substance of the people a 
sum largely in excess of public needs is 
surely something which, under a Govern- 
ment based upon justice, and which finds 
its strength and usefulness in the faith 
and trust of the people, ought not to be 
tolerated. While the heaviest burdens in- 
cident to the necessities of the Govern- 
ment are uncomplainingly borne, light 
burdens become grievous: and intolerable 
when not justified by such necessities. 
Unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation, 
And yet this is our condition. We are 
annually collecting at our Custom Houses 
and by means of our internal révenue taxa- 
tion’ many millions in excess of all legiti- 
mate public needs. As a consequence there 
now remains in the National Treasury a 
surplus of more than $130,000,000. No 


. better evidence could be furnished that the 


people are exorbitantly taxed. The extent 
of the superfluous burden indicated by this 
surplus will be better appreciated when it 
is suggested that such surplus alone repre- 
sents taxation aggregating more than 
$108,000 in a county containing 50,000 
inhabitants. 

Taxation has always been the feature of 
organized government—the hardest to rec- 
encile with the people’s ideas of freedom 
and happiness. When presented in a direct 
form nothing will arouse popular discon- 
tent more quickly and profoundly than un- 
just and unnecessary taxation. Our farm- 
ers, mechanics, laborers, and all our citi- 
zens Closely scan the slightest increase in 
the taxes assessed upon their lands and 
other property and demand good reasons 
for such increase. And yet they seem to 
be expected, in some quarters, to. regard the 
unnecessary volume of insidious and indi- 
rect taxation. visited upon them by our 
present rate of tariff duties with indiffer- 
ence, if not with favor. 

The surplus revenue now remaining in 
the Treasury not only furnishes conclusive 
proof of unjust taxation, but its existence 
constitutes a separate and independent 
menace to the prosperity of the people. 
This vast accumulation of idle funds repre- 
sents that much money drawn from the cir- 
culating medium of the country which is 
needed in the channels of trade and busi- 
ness. Itis a great mistake to suppose that 
the consequences which follow the contin- 
ual withdrawal and hoarding by the Gov- 
ernment of the currency of the people 
are not of immediate importance to the 
mass of our citizens, and only concern 
thoseeggaged in large financial transactions. 
In the restless enterprise and activity which 
free and ready money among the people 
produces is found that opportunity for labor 
and employment and that impetus to busi- 
ness and production which bring in their 
train prosperity to our citizens in every sta- 
tion and vocation. New ventures, new in- 
vestments in business and manufacture, 
the construction of new and important 
works, and the enlargement of enterprises 
already established depend largely upon 
obtaining money upon easy terms with fair 
security; and all these things are stimulated 
by an abundant volume of circulating me- 
dium. Even the harvested grain of the 
farmer remains without a market) unless 
money is forthcoming for its movement and 
transportation to the seaboard. 

The first result of a scarcity of money 
among the people is the exaction of severe 
terms for its use. Increasing distrust and 
timidity are followed by a refusal to leanor 
advance on any terms. Investors refuse all 
risks and.decline all securities, and in a 
general fright the money still in the hands 
of the people is persistently hoarded. It is 
quite apparent that when this perfectly 
natural, if not inevitable, stage is reached 
depression in all business and enterprise 
will as a necessary consequence lessen the 
opportunity for work and employment, and 
reduce salaries and the wages of labor. In- 
stead, then, of being exempt from the influ- 
ence and effect of an immense surplus lying 
idle in the National Treasury, our wage 
earners and others who rely upon their 
labor for support are most of all directly 
concerned in the situation. Others seeing 
the approach of danger may provide against 
it, but it will find those depending upon 
their daily toil for bread unprepared, help- 
less, and defenseless. Such a state of affairs 
does not present a case of idleness resulting 
from disputes between the laboring man 
and his employer, but it produces an abso- 
lute and enforced stoppage of employment 
and wages. 

In reviewing the bad effects of this ac- 
cumulated surplus and the scale of. tariff 
rates by which it is produced, we must not 
overlook the tendency toward gross and 
scandalous public extravagance which a 
congested Treasury induces, nor the fact 
‘that we are maintaining, without excuse, 
in a time of profound peace, substantially 
the rate of tariff duties imposed in time of 
war, when the necessities of the Govern- 
ment justified the imposition of . the 
weightiest burdens uponthe people. Divers 
plans have been suggested for the return of 
this accumulated surplus to the people and 
the channels of trade. Some of these de- 
vices are at variance with all rules of good 
tinance; some are delusive, some are absurd, 
and some betray by their reckless extrava- | 
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gance the demoralizing influence of a great 
surplus of public money upon the judg- 
ments of individuals. While such efforts 
should be made as are consistent with pub- 
lic duty and sanctioned by sound judg- 
ment, to avoid danger by the useful dispo- 
sition of the surplus now remaining in the 
Treasury, it is evident that if its distribu- 
tion were accomplished another accumula- 
tion would soon take its place, if the con- 
stant flow of redundant income was not 
checked at its source by a reform in our 
present tariff laws. 

We do not propose to deal with these con- 
ditions by merely attempting to sati the 
people of the truth of abstract theories, nor 
by alone urging their assent to political 
doctrine. We present to them the proposi- 
tions that they are unjustly treated in the 
extent of present Federal taxation; that as 
a result a condition of extreme danger ex- 
ists, and that it is for them to demand a 
remedy, and that defense and safety prom- 
ised in the guarantees of their free govern- 
ment. We believe that the same means 
which are adopted to relieve the Treasury 
of its present surplus and prevent its recur- 
rence should cheapen to our people the cost 
of supplying their daily wants. Both of 
these objects we seek in part to gain by re- 
ducing the present tariff rates upon thenec- 
essaries of life. 

We fully appreciate the importance to 
the country of our domestic industrial en- 
terprises. In the rectification of existing 
wrongs their maintenance and prosperity 
should be carefully and in a friendly spirit 
considered. Even such reliance upon pres- 
ent revenue arrangements as have been in-: 
vited or encouraged should be fairly and 
justly regarded... Abrupt and _ radical 
changes which might endanger such enter- 
prises, and injuriously affect -the interests 
of labor dependent upon their success:and 
continuance, are not contemplated or in- 
tended. But we know the cost of our do- 
mestic manufactured products is increased 
and their price to the consumer enhanced 
by the duty imposed upon the raw material 
used in their manufacture. We know that 
this in¢reased cost prevents the sale of our 
productions at foreign markets in competi- 
tion with those.countries which have the 
advantage of free raw material. We know 
that, confined to a home market, our manu- 
facturing operations are curtailed, their de- 
mand for labor irregular, and the rate of 
wages paid uncertain. We propose, there- 
fore, to stimulate our domestic industrial 
enterprises by freeing from duty the im- 
ported raw materials which, by the em- 
ployment of labor, are used in our home 
manufactures, thus extending the markets 
for their sale and permitting an increased 
and steady production with the allowance 
of abundant profits. 

True to the undeviating course of the 
Democratic Party, we will not neglect the 
interests of labor and our workingmen. In 
all efforts to remedy existing evils, we will 
furnish no excuse for the loss of employ- 
ment or the reduction of the wage of honest 
toil. Onthe contrary, we propose in any 
adjustment of our revenue laws to concede 
such encouragement and advantage to the 
employers of domestic labor as will easily 
compensate for any difference that may ex- 
ist between the standard of wages which 
should be paid to our laboring men and the 
rate allowed in other countries, We pro- 
pose, too, by extending the markets for our 
manufacturers to promote the steady em- 
ployment of labor, while by cheapening the 
cost of the necessaries of life we increase 
the purchasing power of the workingman’s 
wages and add to the comforts of his 
home. And before passing from this phase 
of the question I am constrained to express 
the opinion that, while the interests of 


labor should be always sedulously regarded ‘ 


in any modification of our tarift laws, an 
additional and more direct and efficient 
protection to these interests would be 
afforded by the restriction and prohibition 
of the immigration or importation of 
laborers from other countries, who swarm 
upon our shores, having no purpose or 
intent of becoming our fellow-citizens, or 
acquiring any permanent interest in our 
country, but who crowd every field of em- 
ployment with unintelligent labor at wages 
which ought not to satisfy those who make 
claim to American citizenship. 

The platform adopted by the late National 
Convention of our party [contains the fol- 
lowing declaration : 


“Judged by Democratic principles the inter- 
ests of the people are betrayed when, by un- 
necessary taxation, trusts and combinations are 
permitted and fostered which, while unduly 
enriching the few that eombine, rob the body 
of our citizens by depriving them as purchasers 
of the benefits of natural competition,” 


Such combinations have always been con- 
demned by the Democratic Party. The 
declaration of its National Convention is 
sincerely made, and no member of our party 
will be found excusing the existence or be- 
littling the pernicious results of these de- 
vices to wrong the people. Under various 
names they have been punished by the com- 
mon law for hundreds of years, and they 
have lost none of their hateful features be- 
cause they have assumed the name of trusts 
instead of conspiracies, We believe that 
these trusts are the natural offspring of a 
market artificially restricted; that an in- 
ordinately high tariff, besides furnishing 
the temptation for their existence, enlarges 
the limit within which they may operate 
against the people, and thus increases the 
extent of their power for wrongdoing. 
With an unalterable hatred of all such 
schemes, we count the checking of their 
baleful operations among the good results 
promised by revenue reform. 


While we cannot avoid partisan’ misrep- 
resentation our position upon the question 
of revenue reform should be so plainly 
stated as to admit of no misunderstanding. 
We have entered upon no crusade of free 
trade, The reform we seek to inaugurate is 
predicated upon the utmost care for estab- 
lished industries and enterprises, a jealous 
regard for the interests of American labor, 
and a sincere desire to relieve the country 
from the injustice and danger of a condi- 
tion which threatens evil to all the people 
of the land. We are dealing with no imag- 
inary danger. Its existence has been re- 
peatedly confessed by all political parties, 
and pledges of a remedy have been made on 
all sides, 

Yet whenin the legislative body, where 
under the Constitution all remedial meas- 
ures applicable to this subject must, origi- 
nate, the Democratic majority were attempt- 
ing with extreme moderation to redeem the 
pledge common to both «parties, they were 
met by determined opposition and obstruc- 
tion; and the minority refusing to co-oper- 
ate in the ‘House of Representatives, or 
propose another remedy, have remitted the 
redemption of their party pledge to the 


doubtful power of the Senate, The people | py 


will hardly be deceived by their abandon- 
ment of the field of legislative action to 
meet in political convention and flippantly 
declare in their party platform that our 
conservative and careful effort to relieve 
the situation is destructive to the American 
system of protection. Nor will the people 
be misled by the appeal to prejudice con- 
tained in the absurd allegation that we 
serve the interests of Europe, while they 
will support the interests of America. 

They propose in their platform to thus 
support the interests of our country by re- 
moving the internal revenue tax from 
tobacco and from spirits used in the arts 
and for mechanical purposes. They declare 
also that there should be such a revision of 
our tariff laws as shall tend to check the 
importation of such articles as are produced 
here. Thus, in proposing to increase the 
duties upon such articles to nearly or quite 
a prohibitory point, they confess themselves 
willing to travel backward in the road of 
civilization and to deprive our people of the 
markets for their goods, which can only be 
gained and kept by the semblance, at least, 
of aninterchange of business, while thoy 
abandon our. consumers to the un- 
restrained oppression of the domestic 
trusts and combinations which are in the 
same platform perfunctorily condemned. 
They propose further to release entirely 
from import duties all articles of foreign pro- 
duction (except luxuries) the like of which 
cannot be produced in this country. The 
plain people of the land and the poor, who 
scarcely use articles of any description pro- 
duced exclusively abroad and not already 
free, will find it difficult to discover where 
their interests are regarded in this proposi- 
tion. They need in their homes cheaper do- 
mestic necessaries; and this seems to be en- 
tirely unprovided for in this proposed 
scheme to serve the country. 

Small compensation for this neglected 
need is foundin the further purpose here 
announced and covered by the declaration 
that if,after the changes already mentioned, 
there still remains a larger revenue than is 
requisite for the wants of the Government, 
the entire internal taxation should be re- 
pealed “rather than surrender any part of 
our protective system.”. Our people ask re- 
lief ffom the undue and unnecessary burden 
of tariff taxation now resting upon them. 
They are offered free tobacco and free whis- 
ky. They ask for bread and they are given 
@ stone. 

The implication contained in this party 
declaration that desperate measures are 
justified or necessary to save from destruc- 
tion or surrender what is' termed our pro- 
tective system, should confuse noone. The 
‘existence of such a system is entirely con- 
sistent with the regulation of the extent to 
which it should be applied and the correc- 
tion of its abuses. Of course in a country 
as great as ours, with such a wonderful 
variety of interests, often leading in entire- 
ly different directions, it is difficult if not 
impossible to settle upon a perfect tariff 
plan. But in accomplishing the reform we 
have entered upon, the necessity of which 
is so obvious, I believe we should not be 
content with a reduction of revenue in- 
volving the prohibition of importations and 
the removal of the internal tax upon whis- 
ky. Itcan be better and more safely done 
within the lines of granting actual relief to 
the people in their means of living, and at 
the same time giving an impetus to our 
domestic enterprises and furthering our 
national welfare. 

If misrepresentations of our purposes and 
motives are to gain credence and defeat our 
present effort in this direction, there seems 
to be no reason why evesy endeavor in the 
future to accomplish revenue reform should 
not be likewise attacked and with like re- 
sult. And yet no thoughtful man can fail 
to see in the continuance of the present 
burdens of the people and the abstraction 
by the Government of the currency of the 
country inevitable distress and disaster. 
All danger will be averted by timely action. 
The difficulty of applying the remedy will 
never be less, and the blame should not be 

‘laid at the door of the Democratic Party if 
it is applied too late. 
r With tirm faith in the intelligence and 
patriotism of our countrymen, and relying 
upon the conviction that misrepresentation 
will not influence them, prejudice will not 
cloud their understanding, and that menace 
will not intimidate them, let us urge the 
people’s interest and public duty for the 
vindication of our attempt to inaugurate a 
righteous and beneficent reform.

DIAZ AND THE UNITED STATES. 

Ciry oF MEXICO, via Galveston, Sept. 9.— 
Much opposition is shown here among Euro- 
pean interests to the transfer of the concessien 
for a mortgage bank to a New-York syndicate, 
and Spanish bankers are especially active m 
their endeavors to prevent the consummation 
of the plan. But they cannot hope to be suc- 
cessful, as, the New-Yorkers now control 
36,000 out of 40,000 shares of the bank, and at 


the next general meeting the shareholders will 
approve the contract whereby the bank be- 
comes the property ef the syndicate. The rea- 
son for the streng feeling of oppositien is that 
Europeans doing business here for that bank 
under American management will increase the 
tendency aiready existing toward Closer cem- 
mercial relations with the United States. They 
have fought whatis inevitable for afew years 
past, but Diaz’s policy is to link the two natious 
together so closely that war will hereafter be 
impossible. This administration continues cor- 
dial toward America and American enterprises, 
notwithstanding the efforts to change this 
course and induce it to encourage European en- 
terprises exclusively.

HILL WILL BE NOMINATED 


NO OPPOSING 


YET IN THE FIELD. 

THE RUMSELLERS’ FRIEND LIKELY TO 
HAVE A WALE-OVER—BUFFALO HO- 
TELS CROWDED TO OVERFLOWING. 

BurFAa.o, Sept. 9.—‘‘Our friend,” who 
was such a favorite with the liquor dealers 
at their convention last week, and who re- 
ceived a quasi indorsement at their hands, 
seems likely to be the nominee of the Demo- 
crats at their convention on Wednesday 
next. His pictures are still on exhibi- 
tion in the barrooms of this city, 
but newer and expensive likenesses 
are now beginning to appear in places that 
are not the resort of loungers. In the Tifft 
House to-day several of them were distrib- 
uted by the Governor’s devoted friend, As- 
semblyman Sheehan, and in dueseason they 
will be plastered on the walls of this and 
other hotels in which the delegates will be 
quartered. 

There are no physical evidences of an ap- 
proaching convention of Democrats, unless, 
indeed, the arrival of two of Tammany’s 
delegates, Joseph J. O’Donohue and John 
C. Sheehan, may be accepted assuch. Mr. 
O’Donohue has the modesty born of 
long political experience and he says 
nothing. Mr. Sheehan, on the other 
hand, who has just been admitted to 
Tammany, signalizes his return to his 
fermer home by submitting to an inter- 


view, in which he says that Cleveland 
will have 63,000 majority in New-York 
City, and Hill 75,000. 

“Will the Governor’s connection with 
the aqueduct injure his candidacy in your 
opinion?” Mr. Sheehan was asked. 

**No. On the contrary it will help him,” 
was his reply. 

Of such are the fool friends of the Gov- 

ernor, and more of.them will be here to- 
morrow and the day after. 
. The prospects of this being a large con- 
vention composed of representative Demo- 
crats are very slim. Nobody has appeared 
to contest the Governor’s renomination, and 
as there is to be no struggle the right of the 
Simon-Pure Hill men to run the convention 
and arrange all the details will not be dis- 
puted. If the Governor is to be renomi- 
nated there is no reason, say the friends 
of Lieut.-Gov. Jones, why the man 
who makes scales should uot be his com- 
panion on the ticket again. Nobody has as 
yet entered the race against Mr. Jones, and 
to say that he fervently hopes that nobody 
will, only partially expresses his feelings 
upon this subject. ‘The nomination of Judge 
John Clinton Gray to be his own successor 
upon the appellate bench will naturally 
follow, and the convention having placed 
these three candidates in the field and fixed 
up some sort of a platform for them to 
stand upon will be able to complete its 
labors in one day, and delegates can, if 
they choose, take the trains for their homes 
the same night. 

Buffalo is holding a big fair and is: prett 
well crowded with strangers, but that will 
not prevent some sort of accommodations 
being furnished to those -delegates who 
have exhibited forethought enough to se- 
cure quartersin advance. The Tittt House 
will be the headquarters of many of Gov. 
Hill’s more enthusiastic friends. The Ulster 
delegation, in charge of State Commit- 
teeman Preston will be here and so will 
300 residents of Elmira who have banded 
themselves together asa Hill Club. Con- 
troller Wemple, State Treasurer Fitzgerald, 
and other State officers are due at the same 
hotel on ‘Tuesday. Tammany would 
have been quartered at this hotel 
had those in charge of the arrange- 
ments promptly answered a tele- 
gram of Gen. Peter -Doyle addreseed 
to Sheriff Grant, on the 31st of August, say- 
ing that the Tifft would accommodate 300 
braves without placing one of them on a 
cot. A week passed before a reply was re- 
ceived from New-York and then a telegram 
had to be sent saying they were too late, that 
the Elmirans had secured these dssirable 
quarters. The ‘‘counties” will be distributed. 
Some of the New-Yorkers may have to 
sleep in the cars of their special trains. 
The Niagara, although some distance from 
the scene of political activity, will havea 
number of Democrats, among them Pres- 
ident Lathrop, Judge Frank Rice, Samuel 
J. Tilden, Jr., Timothy J. Campbell, Will- 
iam R. Mitchell, Gen. George Magee, and 
Maurice J.. Power. The Mansion Heuse 
will be full, and those who have engaged 
quarters in any other *. hotels than 
these three will simply be crewded 
to death, and the list of grumblers 
will be a long one in consequence. 
This question of compressing men into the 
hotels of Butfalo is a very serious one, and 
especially under existing circumstances. 
Those who cannot find lodgings and com- 
forts here can go down to Niagara Falls, 
and trains will run until midnight every 
night for their accommodation. 

Those delegates who come in bodies, like 
Tammany and the County Democracy, will 
be escorted from the station to their hotels 

by the Cleveland Democracy and the Butta- 
lo Democratic Club, the two crack cam- 
paign clubs of the city. A mass meeting 
will be held at the junction of Main and 
Genesee streets on ‘Tuesday evening, 
which Daniel N. Lockwood, Congress- 
man Bourke Cockran, and Col. Jobn 
k. Fellows are expected to  ad- 
dress. The State Committee will hold a 
meeting that same evening to perfect de- 
tails relating to the organization of the 
convention, and after that it will be ten- 
dered a reception at the Butfalo Club. Dur- 
ing the recess of the convention on Wednes- 
day morning the delegates will be shown 
the city, 150 carriages having been en- 
gaged for that purpose.

A OIROUS TRAIN . WRECKED. 


RUN INTO BY A FREIGHT TRAIN—FOUR 
KILLED AND MANY WOUNDED. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 9.—At 2:30 o’clock this 
morning a train containing John Robinson’s eir- 
cus, while stepping to take water at Corwin 
station on the Little Miami Railroad, 51 miles 
from this city, was crashed inte by a heavy 
freight train, and a scene of terror seldom 
equaled ensued. The circus train left Xenia 
at midnight, where an exhibition had been 
given in the evening. The train ‘was in charge 
of William Rosenberg, conductor, and James 
Golden, engineer. It was composed of about 50 
cars, containing the people and property of the 
show. At 12:10 A. M. the second section of 
freight train No. 53 left Xenia in charge of “ Al” 
Wilke, conductor; James Long, engineer, and 


Frank Howell, tiremen. The circus train had ita 
caboose protected with danger signals. While 
the engine was taking water at Corwin the fire-. 
man saw the headlight of the train following 
fiash around the curve to the rear and called te 
the engineer, who instantly gave his engine ail 
the steam he could’ and did all in his power 
to prevent er lessen the force of the 
collision. When the circus train stepped Train- 
master Aiken of the cirous got out’of the cars, 
and was looking about the train when he saw 
@ headlight flash around the curve, less than 
1,000 feet distunt. He ran through the three 
torward sleepers, shouting to awaken the sleep- 
ing occupants. The occupants of these three cars 
allescaped. Wren Aiken reached the fourth 
sleeper he shouted and jumped to save his own 
life. Asne did so the heavy freight engine 
eame plowing into the circus train, and then 
followed a scene that wil) never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it. 

In less than one minute the wreck was piled 
up, and then came the terrible screams of the 
crushed and wounded and the wails of agony 
from the dying, all surrounded by a dark- 
ness which was impenetrable. The rear of 
the circus train waa made up as follows: 
caboose sleepers “ Walnut Hills,” “* Gravelotte,” 
“Terrace Park,” *‘ Madisonville,” and * Mil- 
ford.” When the engine plowed into the train, 
the cabeose was split in twainaund thrown 
down the bank. Therear end ofthe sleeper 
“Walnut Hills’ was crushed in by the engine 
and its front end. driven into the next 
sleeper, Gravelotte, whieh, in turn, was forced 
into the Terrace Park, which drovethe Madi- 
sonville upon thetopof the Milford. In the 
Milford were the victims. This sleeper was cut 
through by the flat in front and reduced 
to kindling wood, all remaining being 
thereof, In it were all the dead 
and the wounded. When tke shock of 
collision was over the inmates begar to scream 
for help and the crew began at omce the work 
of rescue. Torches were secured, a bonfire was 
made of some of the aébris and willing hands 
were soon at work at the pile of boards, mat- 
tresses and shivered frames. 

Almost the first body found was that of Benja- 
min Cisbey, who was dead. A row of mat- 
tresses Was laid upon the grass at the side of 
the track and upon these the wounded were 
Placed. As soon as the collision occurred the 
docters from Waynesville were summoned 
and did all they ceuld for the wounded. 
As the work proceeded ‘“ Jack” Lacey was 
found dying. When the searchers found Frauak 
Smith, colored, he was completely doubled up 
under a pile of timbers, dead. John Clifford 
was alive when taken from the wreck and 
taiked rationally, but died an heur later from 
the effects of his injuries. Superintendent Ralph 
Peters, with a special train and physicians 
from thig city and Morrow, arrived at 5:30 
and the work of searching the wreck was soon 
finished and the doctors completed their 
examination and a schedule of fatalities of the 
wreck Was made. It was as follows: 

‘ THE KILLED, 

John Clifford, aged 60, Xenia, Ohio, died within 
an hour after the accident; Benjamin Cisbey, aged 
35 years, Grafton, West Va., killed outright; Frank 
Smith, aged 25, (colored,) Richmond, fnd, killed 
outright; Jack Lacey, aged 33, Chicage, killed out- 
right.

Besides these many others were injured, but 
refused to permit any surgical examination 
until the train should reach Morrow. 
Dr. John W. Schockey, Coroner of Warren 
County, went to the scene of the wreck 
on the special with Superintendent Peters 
and received the four dead bodies and turned 
them over to the railroad company. The bodies 
were placed in charge ef Undertaker A. Maftitt, 
who drove them to the railroad warehouse at 
Corwin, where they were prepared for burial. 

The wounded received the careful attention of 
Dr. Kells and his assistants. Close examina- 
tion feund only. eight seriously hurt and these 
were placed in an improvised hospital car and, 
in oharge of Dr. Kells, brought to 
the Good Samaritan Hospital in this 
city. The circus train was made up 
andina® rear car the not seriously weunded 
were placed and sent te Morrow in charge of 
Dr. Mounts. After the wounded had been re- 
moved the circus train was sent on to Its desti- 
nation at Morrew. The wrecked sleepers Mil- 
ford and Madisonville were piled up with 
the other débris and burned. The work of 
clearing away the wreek was pushed so rapidly 
that by 3 o’cleck in the afternoen only the fine 
pieces of sticks and the spots colored by the 
blood of the mangled victims remained to 
show where, only 12 hours  pefore, 
had occurred the most terrible wreck 
in the history of the Little Miami Railread or of 
Jehn Robinsen’s circus. The cause of the col- 
lision was due to the extreme carelessness of 
the train men. The’ question whether beth 
crews are to blame or only one, and if one crew, 
which one, has not been settled.

ISHPEMING’S 


FINDING THE GOLD-BEARING QUARTZ 
IN MANY NEW PLACES. 

IsPEMING, Mich., Sept. 9.—T wo thundred 
peunds of the richest auartz yet obtained from 
the Michigan mine was takes out yesterday. 
The Lake Superior shaft, which is now 60 feet 
deep, also has gold quartz which is very rich. 
One hundred ponnds, worth over $1,000 in the 
gold contained, was taken from there last night. 
From an average specimen of the Michigan 
mine quartz weighing 20 ounces avoirdupois 
over one ounce in pure gold was peunded out. 
The gold is nuw inavial on exhibition in Chi- 
cago. This makes the quartz worth over $25,000 
a ton. Yesterday a rich selected specimen 
weighing six ounces was crusked in Menter and 
ene ounce of pure gold got from it. A ton of 
such rock would be worth over $90,000. Very 
rich quartz has just been found on the north- 
east corner of section 31, township 48, range 
28, two and a half miles east of Lake Superior, 
and half a mile south of Ropes Mine. The 
country is alive with prospecters and not a 
day passes without important discoveries. 
That these reperts are not fabulous or ex- 
aggerated can be easily learned by any one 
interested. hundreds of strangers who 
have visited the mines and seen the gold taken 
out with their own eyes, not one is skeptical 
new. Colorado and California mining men say 
that nothing like 1t has been found during the 
past 25 years. 


THE BO“TOM DROPPING OUT. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 9.—The work- 
ings of the Eimwood Colliery, near Mahanoy 
City, have honeycombed the earth underneath 
the tracks of the Philadeiphia and Reading Rail- 
road. This morning when the track walker was 
making his inspection, he found that during the 
night half an acre of the surface between 
Wren’s foundry and the Mahanoy jig house had 
disappeared, and that the tracks hung across a 
wide pene likea spider web. Travel on that 
branck, which isone of the important passenger 
and coal routes of the Reading Company, had to 
be suspended during the day. An effort is be- 
ing made to fill up the breach with coal dust 
from the mines in the vicinity.

Massachusetts Independents. 

Of the Committees of One Hundred 87 are liv- 
ing, and of tkese 60 support President Cleve- 
land for re-election, and 5 are understood to be 
for Harrison. The preferences of the others are 
not known. These who do not support Cleve. 
land are, it is said, strong protectioaists. Of 
the general list many, a8 1s weil Known, have 


already joined the Democratic Party. The list 
ot supporters of Cleveland is a notable one, con- 
taining nearly every name of note among those 
who belted Blaine in the last campaign, and 
from most of these Mr. Sowdon received letters 
defining briefly the writers’ positions on the 
main questions at issue. From these letters the 
follewing selections are made: 

From the Hon. Samuel #. Seweil—I am happy 
to say that I shali support Grover Cleveland 
for President with the same zeal whicn I did in 
1884, Isee even stronger reasons for voting 
for him now than I had then. Of course I can 
have no by 2 enn to being publicly quoted as 
in favor of his re-election. 

Cel. Thomas Wentworth Higginson—Like all 
whem [have met among the Independents of 
1884, 1 am in favor of the re-election of Mr. 
Cleveland. Personally the contest is, as before, 
between Blaine and Cleveland, with the Gitfer- 
ence that the latter has been tested and has 
proved upright and independent, it sometimes 
slow. As to principles, there are but three 
points as yet preminent in the political situa- 
ation—the tariff, the fisheries question, and the 
questien of the President’s pension vetoes. On ali 
these questions Mr. Cleveland seems te me em- 
phatically right and the Republican Party 
wrong. There can therefere be no doubt in my 
mind which to support, but whether that sup- 
port is to be an active or a passive one still de- 
pends on the course of the campaign. If it is to 
be conducted on the Democratic side by assess- 
ments on office holders I prefer te keep out of 
it. But Mr. Fitzgerald’s many letters encourage 
me to hope for something better. 

Col. Henry Lee—in 1884 I was driven from 
the Republican Party, of which I had been a 
member ever sinee its formation as the Free 
Soil Party in 1848, by their apostacy, and am 
still kept away by their servile idolatry of a 
man whom I denounced as personally and 
politically corrupt as early as 1876. I shall 
vote for Mr. Cleveland with more confidence 
than before, notwithstanding his failure to fully 
keep all his promises upon which we 
Independents ceunted, because he is, in my 
opinion, more wise, More courageous, more sin- 
cere than any President we have had since Lin- 
eoln, and confiding im his good intentions and 
his manliness [trust to his further emancipa- 
tion from party trammels and kis mere con- 
sistent devotion to civil service referm. As for 
tariff? reform, while for years I have been will- 
ing to subordinate it te more pressing issues, 
the time has come when I cannot vote with a 
party which epposes or deserts it, 

The Hon. George S. Hale—it gives me pleasure 
to say thatit is my intention tosupport Grover 
Cleveland as in 1884 The centest is still be- 
tween him and Mr, Blaine, and the only sub- 
stantial difference is the courageous presentation 
by Mr. Cleyeland of a clearer issue in regara to 
tariff reform. His Administration has added to 
the evidence of the soundness of his purposes 
and of his capacity te accomplish them. Like the 
Pilgrims guided by the valiant Greatheart, 
‘‘since the time we knew him he hag been proiit- 
able to us,” and now says: “Well, Well, let them 
that are most afraid keep close to me.”

emphatically that I am in favor of the re-elec- 
tion of Grover Cleveland to the Presidency of 
the United States, and I hope to have the pleas- 
ure of voting for him as weil as for Mr. Thur- 
man in the next election. 

The Hon. Theodore Lyman—I favor the re- 
election of Grover Cleveiand, although he has 
not done as wellimall respects as I hoped he 
would do. He certainly has shown much in- 
dependence of thought and an unwearied per- 
formance of duty. Itis proper to add that his 
oppenent represent a party which unblushirgly 
acknowledges James G. Blaine as its leader.

INDIANS STARVING TO DEATH. 


A PITIFUL TALE TOLD. BY A CATHOLIC 
BISHOP, 


' 

MONTREAL, Sept. 9.—Mgr. Clut, Bishop 
of Arthabaska, who is at present in the city, 
has received from Father Ledoursal, one of his 
priests in the extreme northern part of North- 
west Territory, a heart-rending account of the 
sufferings of the Cree and Montagnats 
Indians during the past nine months. It ap- 
pears that the little patehes of land cultivated 
by the Indians produced little or nothing last 
year, and when they went up north to hunt 
they had only a few days provisions. ‘The 
hunting was poor and the Indiaus, 
bot having secured enough game to keep 
them in life, were forced to eat the 
pelts. Even this iatled them and thronugh- 
out the winter they have been straggling back 
to the settiements in twos and threes, for some- 
thing to eat. ‘This the people could not give 
them, an‘ the Indians were actually seen fight- 
ing with the dogs over garbage that was thrown 
out. 

The first to succumt was the squaw of Ra- 
baska. She was found dying in @ wooden but, 
with neither food nor fuel, though the tempera- 
ture was away below zero, and with alittle 
ebild as her only companion. A family 
of Crees, and another of Montagnaias, 
who had beeu bunting along the Lac Claire 
Were obliged te eat not only their furs, but 
their dogs, jeather straps, and everythiug that 
came in their way. Then they determined to 
set out for the mission, but, their dogs being 
gone, it was siow work, and after three 
days’ tramping an old squaw declared that 
she Ws whable to proceed furtuer, and 
begged them to leave oer to die. This they 
were reluctantly compelled to do, and arrived 
at the mission on the seventh day nearly dead 
with hunger. frou: every source come 
Similar stories. Ip March «a  half-breed 
came in with a dog train and reported 
that he had seen @ Woman deadin the snow, 
Mr. MeDovgal! set out to bring in the bedy and 
found the woman, who was only 16 years of 
age, still alive. Aithough she hed been iying 
there three nighis and two days, strarge to say 
the virl revovered. 

The priest lanecuts that nearly all the Indians 
are pxgaus aud are refused the rites of the 
eharch. Famine succeeded an inundation, and 
the whole of the Arthabaska wes sovered 
by a seemingly bounaless sea, 
crops were destroyed. To add to. the 
horror of the situation, the weather 
was bitteriy cold up to the iniddle of June. The 
Temperature sometimes fell below zero. On 
Jaue 18 there was g heavy snowstorm, which 
lastet two days. At the time of writing, July 
4, things had netimproved. The cattle at the 
Inissious het nearly atl been eaten up, and the 
Tndluna were still in a starving condition.

THE DELAYED TARIFF BILL

STILL HOLDING BACK THE 
REPUBLICAN MEASURE. 
NOBODY KNOWS WHEN IT WILL BE 

READY—MR. HALE’S CIVIL SERVICE 

INQUIRY—THE RETALIATION BILL. 

WASHINGTON, Sept, 9.—More than 10 
days have elapsed since the Republican 
Senators in caucus at Mr. Edmunds’s house 
formally adopted a resolution declaring 
that the proposed. Republican substitute for 
the Mills Tariff bill should ke reported to 
the Senate “ within 10 days,” but the much- 
talked-about measure isnot yet in sight. 
Mr. Allison, who shares with Messrs. Ald- 
rick and Jones of Nevada the credit for fore- 
ing upon the Republicans the policy of pro- 
posing a counter measure to the Mills bill, 
does not himself know when the measure 
will be ready for submission to the Finance 
Cammittee, and no man can tell when it 
will reach the Senate for consideration. 
Mr, Allison said to-day that he had expect- 
ed to submit the bill to the full Finance 
Committee the latter part of this week, but 
he doubted now if that could be done. It 
was possible the sub-committee would get 
it off its hands next week, but he could not 


say. Mr. Allison was also unable to guess 
how long it would take to get the measure 
inte the Senate after it was finished by 
the sub-committee, for he had not 
vet learned whether the Democratic mem- 

ers would insist upon discussing the items 
in the committee room, as they will un- 
doubtedly do in the Senate, As the Demo- 
eratic Committeemen are not invited to 
share the knowledge of their Republican 
eolleagues as to the details of the vill, they 
are not likely to know themselves what 
eourse they will pursue until they have had 
a ehance to look at the handiwork of 
Messrs. Aldrich, Allison, and Jones, The 
sub-committee is having a mass of statistics 
put into shape, from which it will figure 
eut how much of a reduction of the reve- 
nues the bill will make, and until this work 
is completed the gross reduction will be 
simply a matter of speculation. When Mr. 
Allison was asked as to the probable length 
of the debate on the Tariff bill in the Sen- 
ate he replied: “I have not thought abont 
that, but I do not belteve that adjournment 
is imminent—no, not imminent.”

Mr. S. V. White’s anxiety to protect reil- 
road corporations from standing their share 
of whatever loss and inconvenience the 
eountry might suffer from an enforcement 
ef the Retaliation bill, which passed the 
House of Representatives yesterday, will 
fhnd a good deat of sympathy among the 
Republican Senators whose solicitude for 
these corporations is so pronounced that 
many persons regard the Senate as simply 
a body of railroad atterneys. But the em- 
phatic manner in which his own party 
pares the Democrats in defeating Mr. 

hite’s proposition to leave the rail- 
roads out of the Retaliation bill stands 
in the way of any move in the interests of 
the railroads the Republican Senators may 
wish to make. If they should strike out the 
first section of the measure, as Mr. White 
proposed, it would show at once a lack of 
harmony between the Republicans of the 
two houses, and the Democrats would be 
quick to take advantage of it. The shadow 
of party politics rests upon everything be- 
fore Congressin these days, and each side 
is watching for opportunities to har- 
rass and annoy fhe other. The Repub- 
licans have not been fortunate in this 
respect Jately, and they are shy of giving 
any chance to their opponents that it is 
possible to avoid. Had the Republicans of 
the House or aconsiderable portion of them 
supported Mr. White’s effort to strike out 
the first section of the Retaliation bill the 
Republicans of the Senate would probably 
follow the same course. As itis, the pros- 
pects are that the bill will be passed by the 
Senate substantially as it came from the 
House.

A PRISONER IN PERIL. 


NEARLY KILLED BY A MOB AFTER BE- 
ING CONCERNED IN A MURDER. 

CoRNING, N. Y., Sept. 9.—Three italian 
laborers were drinking, about 5 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, in a saloon om West Market-street kept 
by John Healy. After a time a man named 
King entered and joined the Italians at the bar. 
Soon after a disreputable woman, Mary Caven, 
came in. She was known to all four men. 
She showed a partiality for the company 
of King, and the Italians became angry and a 
fight followed. One Italian drew an oid-fash- 
ioned pistol and fired at King, who dropped 
dead. The bullet had pierced his heart, going 
through his body, The Italians fied, going to- 
ward Knoxville Village, acruss the river, where 
the gang of Italian laborers lives, 

The police efficers followed, and, after a hot 
chase, Tan down one man, who was brought to- 
ward Corning. Upon arriving at the bridge the 
captors were met by acrowd which kept up a 
running fire, with threats and calls of ‘ Throw 
him in the river!” ‘The mob finally became un- 
governable, Paving stones were caught up 
and clus and missiles of every description were 
hurled at the prisoner, who dropped uncon- 
scious te the ground. The crowd was told that 
he was dead. He was picked up, placed 
in a carriage, and driven to jail. The 
man is severely hurt. His head is cut 
and one eye is partly torn out. Another Italian 
wae arrested in Knoxville and brought to Corn- 
ing. Rain prevented him from being mobbed. 
The woman was brought to jail and identified 
both men as being concerned in the fight, but 
neither as the one who did the shooting. Offi- 
cers are searching fer the third man. 
A large crowd has gone out to as- 
sist in the search, The murdered man 
was head potmager in the Corning glass works, 
somewhat addicted to drink, and was 25 years 
old. The saloon where the murder teok place 
is one of the worst places in the town. The pro- 
prietor is a special policemen himself.

NEW LINE IN CONNECTICUT. 

Nrew-Haven, Conn., Sept. 9.—Surveys 
are being made for a braneh ef the Meriden, 
Waterbury and Conneoticut Railroad, to be 
builé soon from South Meriden, through Yales- 
ville and Wallingford, to tidewater at or near 
New-Hayen. The R. Wallace & Sons Manufact- 
uring Corapany of Wallingford and Meriden 
and capitalists whe are interested in the com- 
pony are back of the enterprise, and there will 

no lack of money to carry it out. 

The Meriden and Waterbary Road connects at 
Waterbury with the New-England, and the 
branch to be built, itis believed, will ultimate- 
ly open up a direet reute. te the Peunsylvania 
iren and coal fields for Wallingford manufact- 
urers, who now depend entirely upon the New- 
York, New-Haven and Hartford Road for their 
supplies. Large quantities of german silver 
metal are used in the Wallingford manufac- 
tories, and almost all af it comes from Water- 
bury, in itself constituting a freighting item of 
magnitude. Before the building of the Meriden 
and Waterbury Read Wallace & Sons found it 
cheaper to transport al! their metal by teams 
over the mountains than to pay the rates of the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford Road, 
then without a competitor as far as Wallingford 
manufacturers were concerned. The charges 
of the Copaclidared Road for freight and coal 
had hitherto placed Wallingford at a great dis- 
advantage with other manufacturing towns.

DISTURBANCE IN RATES. 

CuicaGco, Sept, 9.—The rate disturbance 
between Chicago and Kansas City is gradually 
involving alk the Missouri River territory. 
Live stock rates from the West via Omaha 
have been reduced to correspond with those 
from the Southwest. [t is said that the lines 
between Kansas City and St. Louis are not at 
all anxious for business on which the rates are

MISS COFFIN EXPLAINS. 


CONVINCED THAT MR. LOW MADE AN UN- 
PROVOKED ASSAULT UPON HER, 

Miss Harriet E. Coffin, the young woman 
who had the unfortunate encounter with Joseph 
T. Low in a ¥ifth-avenue stage Thursday even- 
ing, appeared again in the city yesterday and 
was at the rooms of her mother at the Elberon 
flats, 1,188 Madison-avenue. Miss Coffin was 
very indignant in speaking of the event and 
talked volubly and in an excited manzer. Shoe 
said that she had gone to Boston Thursday 
night, immediately after the ececurrence on 
Fifth-ayenue, and had been staying with rela- 
tives while there, She was also very much ex- 
cited over the report peaareing her sanity 
and said that her mothef, when ske had visited 
Mr. Low ‘at his oftice Saturday morning, had 
mentioned sending her to an insane asylum as 
ap excuse to mollify Mr. Low, as he seemed 
to be very much excited over the matter. 

“My mother is extremely nervous, and the 
thought of Mr. Low carrying out his threats 
has reaily terrified her,” said Miss Coffin. In 
speaking of the matter Miss Coffin seemed to 
be convinced that the assault was made by 
Mr. Low and was wtterly unprovoked, unless, 
she added, it was her coughing im his faee 
which caused it. She rehearsed the atory of 
the affair, which differed from those already 
published only in the fact that Mr. Low and 
not she was the assailant. From time to time 
she referred to the stories relating to the 
actor, Kyrie Bellew, and herself, and repentadiy 
expressed a wish that itshould be understood 
that she went to see Mrs. Potter and not Kyrie 
Bellew when she went to the theatre. It was 
evident from her manner of speaking that this 
last affair has worried her considerably, and she 
kept alluding to a Trustee of hers in Cincinnati 
who she hoped would not hear of it, as he haad4 
once before, during the Bellew affair, come on 
East and threatened to put her in an insane 
asylum.

A NEW MOTOR TO BE 
PITTSBURG. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 9.—The Westing- 
house Electric Light Company is making ar- 
rangements to go into the electric street rail- 
way business. The successful test of the Tesla 
motor, of whioh they have full control, has 
successfully, they think, solved the probiem of 
electric roads. To-day a representative of the 
“company unfolded the plan to a reporter. He 
said:

5 “At present we ate making the necessary 


changes in organization to enter the electric 


railway field. It is practically the creation of 
anew industry in Pittsburg. We have all the 
buildings we need, butit will require the addi- 
tion of new maehinery and the employment of 
a large force of men, In fact, we expect to 
revolutionize the business, because we think wa 
hold the key to the situation, as in the electric 
light industry even in dull times we do a busi- 
ness of $100,000 per month, and we are conti- 
dent that we can do as much in this new 
line. Our idea is8 not to antagonize 
material makers and car builders, but if it 
is necessary to make everything to completely 
put up a road, we can easily arrange with iron 
and car companies to have the work done. The 
company is anxious to sonfine itseli te the 
electrical part, for the reason that there is more 
money in that branch of the business.” 

“In six months’ time all the arrangements 
will be made, and we will be ready to turn out 
the motors in abundance. In the meantime we 
will have enough to do to supply ovr stations, 
This motor can be applied to any ‘electric road 
now in overation by making a few changes. 
Noither will new cars have to be made. It can be 

tilized either in the overhead or conduit system. 
Three wires will be required in making the con- 
nections und transfers, instead of one thick cop- 
per wire, employed at ggg In addition, 
these motors can be used to run the road and 
supply an electric light line at the same time, 
No end of power can be produced, The 
game force that will pull a nail directiy toward 
&@ magnet in a direet line, by a simple device is 
made to produce a rotatery motion, and this is 
the secret of the motor. Mr, Westinghouse, 
trom his training, is just the man to push the 
project.”

GAME IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 


THE GREATEST SHOOTING SEASON EVER 
KNOWN IN THE MOUNTAINS. 

HARRISVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 9.—The shoot- 
ing season in this part of the Adirondack forest 
has been fully inaugurated during the past 
week and the woods are now full of hunters in 
search of the deer and other game that abounds 
in this section. The favorite route to the mount- 
ain tract lying abovt the-head waters of the 
Oswegatchie River is through this place, and a 
large number of sportsmen have been seen here 
the past week, beth going and returning from 
the woods. Not a single hunting party has 
come back empty-handea, 

Warren Hume, the veteran guide and hunter, 
who knows more about this part of the Adiron- 
dacks than any other living man, says he never 


saw deer more plenty on his favorite hunting 
grounds than they are this year. Five deer 
Raye been brought into his camp so far this 
season, and the woeds are so full of them thas 
the skillful hunter cannot miss getting plenty 
of venison in a few days’ hunting. During the 

ast week three deer have been driven into 

onaparte Lake, near this village, bus no hunt- 
ers were near and none of them were killed. 
The lake is something of a Summer resort. It 
has a large hotelon its bank, and no one has 
thought of driving a deer in there for 
several years. Nearly every one goes fur- 
ther baeg in the woods to look for game, 
but this hry it seems that game is so 
pleesy that itcgn be found in the elearings. 

uring the last two weeks in August deer are 
killea by floating, or still punting, it being un- 
lawful to run them with degs. When the lst 
of September arrives, however, the dogs are let 
loose, and the still huster may as well put up 
his jack and pull his canoe out on the shore, for 
no deer will’be found in water at night waiting 
to be slaughtered with a doubie-barreled shot- 
gun at close range. The cool weather has dis- 
eae of the flies, which deer go into the water 
Oo avoid, and they enly come now to seek the 
choice grasses, on which they delight to feed, or 
to plunge in and escape from the hounds that 
are baying loudly behind them. 

Tt is no troubjJe now to start a deer on the run- 
ways that are plainly discernible along the 
lakes and streams. A noviee in woodcraft 
could go eut here and do that fortof thing, 
Some of the woedsmen have game eome to 
them, or run across it without searching. A few 
days ago Archie Muir. one of the attachés of the 
Forestry Commission, was travelling through 
the woods near Five Ponds, when he ran across 
@ bear, which he soon killed. The animal 
weighed 150 pounds and was the seeond one 
that Mr, Muir has killed while geing through 
the woods this year. A Syracuse sportsman 
who has been up on the Beaver River stumbled 
on to # whole family of bears. They were three 
in number—an old bear anid two cubs, The old 
one showed fight, but was killed before she did 
any damage, The cubs escaped. 

Some of the sportsmen who have been 
through here have some big sturies to tell of the 
deer they have been fortunate enough to capt- 
ure, Charles Ayiag of Syracuse killed a buck 
on the Beaver River stillwater this week that 
weighed 215 pounds. It is said to be the biggest 
deer killed in that part of the woods this year, 
William Popple of Jefferson County comes next 
with @ buck weighing 211 pounds. Deer of 
thia weight are called big ones, and the man 
who gets one of them has something to brag of. 

While deer and bear are numerous they 
are not the only big game hereabout, for two 
large panthers are reported to have been seen by 
hunters in this part of the woods. None of those 
who saw those ferocious animals were near 
enough for a shot, but they assert that they are 
there for other hunters to pick off when the first 
snows of Winter come so that they ean be 
tracked, 

Small game ig plentiful here, as in fact it is all 
along the bordtrs of the Big Woods. The nalf- 
cleared lands in Lewis and Jefferson Counties 
are the natural home of the partridge, squirrel, 
and coon, and good shooting is found almost 
anywhere between the Oneida and St. Lawrence 
County lines. All who have tried their luck so 
far say it is going to be the greatest shooting

VACATION, 


DR. TALMAGE DRAWS INSPIRATION FROM 
HIS STAY IN THE ADIRONDACKS. 

When the Brooklyn Tabernacle doors 
were thrown open yesterday, after the long 
Summer vacation of congregation and Pastor, 
a crowd was waiting to gain entrance, and when 
the Rev. Dr. Talmage ascended the platform the 
building was packed to the doors, The preacher 
appeared to be in excellent spirits ana preached 
with bis usual vigor. He took his text from the 


Psalms: ‘As the hart panteth after the water 
breoks, so pantéth my soul after Thee, O God.” 

Dr. Talmage said he had just come from the 
Adirondacks and that the breath of the balsam 
and spruce and pine were stillupon him. The 
woeds were full of hunters and deer were being 
slain by scores, ‘* Talking with a hunter,” he 
said, “I theught I would see whether my text 
was accurate in ita allusion, and as I heard the 
dogs baying a little eo off and supposed they 
were on the track of the reindeer, I said to the 
hunter, who waa clad in rough corduroy, ‘Do 
the deer always make for the water when pur- 
sued?’ He said: ‘Oh, yes, Sir. You see, they 
are a hot and thirsty animal and they know where 
the water is, and when they hear danger in the 
distance they lift their antlers and snuff the 
breeze and start for the Racquet or Goon or 
Saranac, and we getinto our cedar shell beats 
or stand by the runway with rifle loaded ready 
to blaze away.’ My friends, that is one reason 
why [like the Bible so much. Its allusions ara 
so true to nature. Its partridges are real part- 
ridges, its ostriches are real ostriches, and ita 
reindeer real reindeer. 

* Well, now,” said Dr. Talmage, “let all those 
who have coming after them the lean hounds of 
poverty or the black hounds of persecution or 
the spotted hounds of vicissitude or the pale 
hounds of death, or who are in any wise pur- 
sued, run to the wide, deep, giorious lake of 
divine solace and rescue. The mostof the men 
and women whom I happen to have Known at 
different times have had trouble after them— 
sharp, muzzled troubles, swift treubles, all- 
devouring troubles. For some people in this 
world there seems to be no let-up. They are 
pursued from youth to manhood and from man- 
hood into old age. Very distingnished are Lord 
Stafford’s hounds and the Earl of Yarborough’a 
hounds, and Queen Victoria pays $8,5V00 per 
year to her Master of Buckhounds. But all of 
them put together do not equal in number or 
speed or power to hunt down the great kennel 
of hounds of which sin and trouble are owners 
and masters.” 

Dr. Talmage preached in the evening a ser- 
mon of purely doctrinal character to avery 
large congregation. Among the points elabo- 
rated by him were that God not only selects 
man’s oscupations, habitations, and friendships, 
but limits worldly prosperity and is the author 
of all so-called accidents. He said that the Al- 
mighty could be seen just as clearly witha 
microscope as with a telescope, that He could 
occupy the whole universe or stand within the 
confines of a dewurop crystal or the white 
portals of # pond lily. At the close of both 
services the usual pastoral receptions were 
held. [t was announced that the young people’s 
meetings would be held Tuesday evenings and 
that next Friday evening Dr. Talmage would re- 
sume his. weekly lectures on secular events 
from a religious point of view, a feature of the 
Tabernaele that has been popular for a dozen 
years. 





OENTRAL LABOR UNION MEBRTING. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Central 
Labor Union the committee on devising 
means to obtain the repeal of the con- 
spiracy laws reported thatit had sent a cir- 
cular to 680 trades and labor organizations and 
to 150 labor papers in the State, announcing 
that the State Convention to discuss the matter 
would be held in Troy Sept. 17. The meeting 
decided that no other “business than that of the 
conspiracy laws should be brought up before 
the convention, except such a* was directly in 
favor of abolishing the so-called obnoxious con- 
spiracy laws. The meeting further directed the 

airman and Secretary of the committee to go 
to Troy and open the convention. 

Delegate Jones of the Painters’ Union com- 
plained that the Park Commissioners were hay- 
ing the Museum of Art painted by nen-unioz 
painters from Philadelphia; also that the Com- 
missioner ot Public Works was having Ganée- 
voort Market also painted by Philadelphia non- 
union men, who worked longer hours and re- 
ceived less wages than New-York union painters. 

The slate and metal roofers reported that their 
union was enforcing the schedule of trade pricea 
that wasin force last year. Thirty-seven em- 
ployers had already signed the union price list. 
They also reported that no union roofers from 
other cities would come to New-York. Iron 
Moiders’ Union No. 25 paid up all the dues that 
is owed to.the Central Labor Union and with- 
drew its delegates.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


ARMY SUBSISTENOE. 


NY 


I¢ 18 all fine enough in epic poetry to read 
of men overcoming faticue, scaling heights, 
yushing tothe ‘combat, and pitching into 
the foe, batif the soldier is pinched with 
hunger there is but little go or verve in 
him. A well-fed soldier, or a fairly well-fed 
one rather, isa good soldier, a starved-out 
soldier, an inefficient one, It is only the 
preternatural soldier who can march all 
day without anything in his stomach, 
Take a file of 100 men with their mus- 
kets and ammunition, but not having 
had any rations for the day, and see how 
many miles they will make in the 10 honrs. 
Any one who has been inservice knows 
what obloquy is invariably thrown on the 
Commissary. It is a kind of universal 
thing from the General-ip-Chief down to 
the private to find fault with the Quar- 
termaster. It began with Major Symonds 
after Bull Run, and he writes: ‘I have 


never yet bben able to understand why I 
was about the only scapegoat of that fiasco 
of Bull Run. I had certainly done all that 
the most experienced Commissary could 
have done. I never heard that there was 
any question raised about food supplies, and 
if there had been it wasno fault of mine. 
Ihadanample supply, and filled promptly 
all wagons furnished for, their transporta- 
tion. was afterward told that I had 
been meager § as reckless in my operations, 
and liable at an early day to be seriously 
involved, and I know that the officer who 
s0 reported me was himself made a Briga- 
dier-General to rid the war of hisincapacity 
as an officer of the general staff. He filled 
this office with considerable credit.” 
yhen a General,a stupid one, loses a 
campaign Major Symonds states that his 
first kick ‘‘is directed toward a Quarter- 
master or a Commissary, or both.” The 
author of this bcok graduated at the United 
States Military Academy in 1853 and _ first 
saw service in New-Mexico. In 1861 he 
was in Washington. ‘*There was a great 
deal of blatant loyalty, which was gener- 
ally dovetailed with a proposal to sell arms 
or other ex necessities to the Govern- 
ment, and it became 80 profitable a com- 
modity that it soon became the staple arti- 
cle of commerce in Government trans- 
actions. The pecuniary profits attending 
its exhibition undoubtedly encouraged its 
political application, and we even 
hey see attempts at its efficienc 
n political campaigns.” Major Symonds 
does not mince matters. ay es, 57 as an offi- 
cer of the United States in the Commissary 
Department he was so often snubbed b 
incompetent volunteer jacks in office that it 
angered him, for in this volume he at times 
is barely courteous. There always is a kind 
of disdainful manner about the warrior in 
full fig when thrown into business rela- 
p 
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tionship with a Commissary. What, to the 
man of war, is a purveyor of bread and 
beef ? Nevertheless, the most onerous 
tasks are imposed on. the Commissary. Here 
is an instance. It has not much of the 
pomp of war about it. Perhaps it 
may be something that history has 
barely recorded. During Christmas week of 
1863, Col. Comstock came to Major Sy- 
monds’s office in Louisville, where he had 
established great bakeries and pork-pack- 
ing establishments, and stated that on the 
lst of May Gen, Sherman was oe start from 
Chattanooga with 105,000 effectivemen and 
30,000 civil employes, and that ‘'I was 
charged with the subsistence of that army 

and would be held responsible for that part 
of the work.” Major Eymonds, though in 
charge of the subsistence of an army, was 
quick enough to know what was the drift 
of that movement,so he asked, ‘* What after 
Atlanta ?” and had for reply, ‘* Savannah if 
we can, Mobile if we must.” There was nota 
word of all this to be put on paper. The Com- 
pe ewe J was to make ho oral communications 
about " The plan was Grant's, and save 
Porter, Babcock, Comstock, Gen, Allen, and 
the Commissary, it was kept a dead secret. 
It was probable thatthe Commissary-Gen- 
eral was kept in the dark, but not, as Major 
Symonds believes, the Secretary of War. 
It was a duty any man would be proud to 
accomplish, and cleverly and secretly the 
heavy work was carried out. The require- 
ments of Gen. Sherman were 300,000 
rations aday. On the 30th of —_ there 
was stored in Chattanooga and Nashville 
9,000,000 rations of salt meat, 11,200,000 
of bread, 19,800,000 of coffee. Remember 
that Sherman’s forces were not the only 
ones drawing on the Commissary. Be- 
tween 1864 and 1865 40,000 head 
of cattle were purchased for the use of 
the forces marching through the South, and 
here Major Symonds tells of a good trick 
worked on Gen. Wheeler. This cavairy 
ofiicer started north, in rear of Sherman, on 
an apparent raid, when Sherman found it 
out, At once Sherman knew it had no 
military significance, but was an_expedi- 
tion to gather up cattle for Gen. Jo John- 
ston’s army. Gen, Sherman sent a cipher 
dispatch to Major Symonds, instructing him 
to send agents to Kentucky, around the 
head of the Cumberland, and to buy up all 
the cattle there, and to drive them beyond 
Lebanon, in Central Kentucky. Accord- 
ingly, 6,000 head were bought ard hurried 
out of Gen. Wheeler’s reach. 
nothing on the hoof to take, Gen. Wheeler 
turned sharp back again and hastened to 
Johnston. 

The magnitude of the operations of a Com- 
missary in active war times is forgotten 
to-day. A demand for 10,000,000 rations 
was not remarkable in those days, and that 
meant 25,000 tons of freight, and “about 
40,000 tons more for Quartermaster, ord- 
nance, and medical supplies.” 

The author, of course, pays due respect to 
Gen, Sherman and his wonderful march 
through Georgia, but writes: ‘A great deal 
has been written about the achievements of 
that army in ‘living off the country.’ I 
know that ‘comparison is odious,’ but I 
must remark that Buell used one 
and one-half rations per man and did 
not live off the country at all, while 
Sherman’s army used fully two rations 
per man, lived off the country, and was 
eternally complaining of my starving 
them to the danger of failure of the cam- 
paign.” It may be remarked that a Com- 
missary may pack his millions of rations, 
the Quartermaster ship them, and that the 
staif of war never does reach the men. War 
is waste. When one fine day Major Sy- 
monds was called by the Commissary-Gen- 
eral, and “‘in a peremtory and unfriendly 
tone” was asked what was an equivalent to 
the question, ‘‘ Why have you been starving 
out Gen, Sherman?” he was shown that 
from May 1 to the middle of July there had 
been forwarded every day 412,000 rations, 
That was about three rations to every man 
in Sherman’s force. 

Such amass of annoyances, faultfindings, 
and responsibilities might have driven a 
man other than Major Symonds crazy. “I 
wae afraid I should go mad if I did not get 
a rest.” But the rest was denied him when 
he applied for it in 1864, .Not wishing | 
be an inmate of a lunatic asylum, the Major 
resigned. A curious series of ineidents are 
given of the author, showing the bribes 
offered and the many dubious ways open 
to him by which he might have made 
money.

me, Zénaide Ragozin, a Russian lady 3f 
many accomplishments, who has made 
New-York her home for a large_part of her 
life, is not a novice in the field of ancient 
Oriental histtey. Those who read her 
“Story of Chaldw#a” will not be likely to 
forget with what enthusiasm she dealt aie 
the strange civilization of the lower val ey 
of the Euphrates. “The Story of Assyria” 
was an able treatise also, most useful in 
carrying the reader onward in the 
history of this part of Asia and 
that to the northward. In _ both 
cases her problem was simple compared 
with the present, for in both it dealt chiefly 
with one people. But the historian of the 
great conquests achieved by rulers of Per- 
sian ‘or Median races has a wider sweep to 
make, and if, as Mme. Ragozin does, the 
mythology, religion, and sacred books are 
included in the plan, the result 1s @ less co- 
herent and consistent piece of work. If she 
has not in this instance produced a volume 
as brilliant as before,‘these circumstances 
may be put to her oredit. 

There is nothing absolute, we believe, in 
the connection made by the students of the 
Avesta bestween thé Parsees of India and 
the people of Cyrus and Darius. Priests 
that did not understand their own sacred 
books and gave the t European student 
of their records false translations and 
wrong directions can hardly be said to rep- 
resent historians worthy of credence. A 
little band of refu ges from_ the Asian 
plateau driven out of Persia so lately as the 
time of Mohammed’s successors muss have 
been separated by so many centuries from 
the epoch when Zoroastrianism was the re- 
ligion of a great people that great vhanges 
must have creptin. Mme. Ragozin follows 
the usual course in accepting the sacred 
hymns, the laws, ritual, and commentaries 
found among the exiled Parsees as the 
written Scriptures of the most ancient 
Persians, though tho texts are compara- 
tively recent and their contents still very 
obscure. Seven chapters are devoted to 
Anquetil, yes tang. ye and Eugéne 
Burnouf, the reformer of the study of the 
Avesta, to Zoroaster and the body of litera- 
ture which he is said to have written or in- 
duced tothe myths of Aryans generally— 
the Persians, if not the Swedes, being 
Aryans, like Greeks, Kelts, and Teutons— 
to the allegorical changes in eryea myths 
as they appear in the Avesta, to the Gathas 
or hymns and other remains, and to relig- 
ious customs that still obtain among 
the Parsees or are to be dis- 
covered in their records. It is only 
after these chapters that Mme. Ragozin pro- 
ceeds to the history of Persia as we know it 
from Greek sources, the Bible, and others 
of less importance. The period covered 
runs from about B. C. 700 to the battle of 
Marathon, B. C. 490; but practically the 
peeeee is little more than one century. 

erodotus and the Jewish. chronicles are 
the chief guides here, while fot the mythol- 
ony the works of Darmesteter, Harlez, and 

indischmann are drawn upon. The au- 
thoress is to be commended for the bold at- 
tempt to make a coherent system out of the 
contused scriptures of the Zoroasterins. 

With equal courage, but a better stock of 
material to choose from, she attempts to re- 
construct the politieal situation in Asia 
Minor in the sixth century amid the 
changes wrought by the armies of Babylon, 
Egypt, Lydia, and Persia, describes the 
wars of Cyrus, Cambyses, and Darius I., 
and give some account of little-known na- 
tions like the Hittites, Lydians, and oe 
ians. She shows her usual ability in mak- 
ing the account anything but a dry 
chronicle, interspersing the historical parts 
with notices of the architecture and 
antiquities of the various nations whenever 
these can be had. She presents a worthy 
third in the historical trilogy, and hints 
that a fourth volume is to be published 
dealing with another great branch of the 
Aryans, those that eonquered India at a re- 
mote period.

On the contrary, in 1870, thanks to the 
fatal. blindness of the Emperor NAPOLEON, 
France was outnumbered in all her great 
and decisive battles, and in some cases the 
odds were nearly or quite two to one.

MR. CLEVELAND'S LETTER, 

If any excuse were needed for the con- 
siderable time taken by Mr. CLEVELAND 
“before giving his-letter of acceptance to the 
-country, itis to be found in the thorough, 
candid, and careful manner in which he has 
explained his position. It is also to be 
remarked -that the letter, coming two 
months before the election, on the one 
hand can be completely studied, and on the 
| other reaches the-public just at the moment 
when attention is fairly aroused and keenly 
engaged as to the issues of the canvass. 
From the point of view of legitimate ex- 
pediency the delay is justified, and no one 
¢ who reads the letter with thecare that such 
a document deserves will deny that it gives 
| every opportunity’that the voters can ask 
.for a full consideration of Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
F opinions and policy. 

What will strike every attentive reader, 

we should say, is that the succinct and 
‘reasonable statement with which the letter 
opens, as to the duty of a National Execu- 
tive, is also a succinct and strikingly accu- 
rate account of what Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
Administration has sought to accomplish, 
and to the degree possible under the 
conditions that have existed has ac- 
complished. Taking possession of his 
office at a time when the finan- 
‘cial situation of the Government was 
,exeeedingly delicate, when there was a 
* considerable demoralization in many of the 
‘executive departments, when party spirit 
ran high, and had been intensified ‘by 
the reckless and unscrupulous license al- 
lowed to the spoilssystem, with one branch 
of the National Legislature in bitter op- 
-position, with all the complicated difficul- 
ties created by a change of par- 
ties in the Executive, and by the 
condition of party feeling in the 
‘ranks of his own followers, Mr. CLEVELAND 
has pursued the ends.he defines in his letter 
‘with patient energy, with courage and 
* firmness, and with a good sense and breadth 
‘of view that have rarely been equaled in 
the history of the Exécutive. We are con- 
fident that so far as the voters will judge of 
thejfuture by the past, they will see in 
Mr. CLEVELAND’s first administration the 
|. strongest reasons for choosing him a second 
‘time to continue the work he has so well 
begun. 

Mr. CLEVELAND does not dwell unduly 
upon the questions involved in his own im- 
mediate office, He presents, as the leader 
of his party and its chief responsible repre- 
sentative, a full statement of its policy 
regarding taxation, the controlling issue in 
‘the pending canvass. It is a temperate 
and honest statement; it is not apologetic; 

_on the contrary, it is calmly but vigorously 
- aggressive. The policy avowed is a policy of 
reform. Mr. CLEVELAND introduces his 
explanation of it by a very earnest and 
clear and a singularly simple and unimpas- 
- sioned statement of the nature and extent of 
the evils to be reformed. Of these the first 
and worst is the “unnecessary” and there- 
fore “unjust taxation” of the people. He 
points out that if this were direct and paid 
into the hands of the taxgatherer, it 
h would not be tolerated; that it is 
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not less intolerable from being ex- 
acted indirectly, and that itis rendered 


“more unjust because’ to the millions 


paid to the Government there are added 
many times more paid in the increased cost 
of products thus hedged from competition. 
With this comes the danger of the accumu- 
lation of the currency of the country in the 
Treasury and its necessary consequence, 
extravagance in expenditure. He exposes 
briefly and clearly the absurdity of again 
spending the money needlessly taken, in- 
stead of leavingit with the people, to whom 
it belongs. 

We commend with earnestness to every 
sober-minded citizen Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
admirable statement of the manner in 
which his party proceeds to the remedy 
of the evils thus described. We are con- 
fident that it must impress any impar- 
tial mind as a moderate, honest, manly 
statement. There is no claptrap about it. 
There is no resort to taking phrases, no in- 
direction, no insinuation, and, while he just- 
ly characterizes the ‘‘ misrepresentations” 
that have been made regarding his policy: his 
letter is entirely free from anything like 
partisan heat or partisan extravagance of 
language. Itis the plain tatk of an honor- 
able and intelligent man to his fellow-citi- 
zens, having common interests with him- 
self, andentitled to a fair account from him 
of his view of the duties which they have 
intrusted to him. Mr. CLEVELAND declares 
that he and his party have no wish to in- 
jure, and a hearty and practical desire to 
defend and promote the interests of 
the people. He indicates the danger: of 
“radical” and ‘‘abrupt changes” even in 
matters that are in themselves wrong or 
mistaken. He dwells on the advantages 
to the workingmen of the country in the 
cheapening of materials of manufacture 
and of the necessaries of life, in the conse- 
quent widening of markets and increased 
demand for labor, in steady employment at 
fair wages. He denounces Trusts, combina- 
tions, and conspiracies to restrict production 
and advance prices with no apologetic tone 
and no desire to belittle the evils connected 
with them, and he defines very accurately 
and candidly the connection between these 
evils and our system of taxation. He shows 
his appreciation of the effect of the importa- 
tion of cheap labor and defines the policy 
he would favor regarding it. 

We are deeply mistaken as to the spirit 
of the American people if this letter do 
not command general respect and secure 
the adhesion to it of many voters whose 
minds have been hitherto undecided. There 
are extreme partisans on both sides by 
whom it cannot be fully understood. There 
are only too many with whom ignorance 
will reinforce the difficulty created by par- 
tisanship. But from the large class of fair- 


-minded and rational citizens who, after all, 


will decide this election, it will receive 
candid study and a favorable judgment. 
GOV. HILLI’S DELEGATES. 

A multitude of Hill delegates to the 
Democratic Convention will assemble in 
the city of Buffalo on Wednesday. They 
come :from every part of the State. Most 
of the districts in: the interior appear to 
have chosen delegations pledged to H1L.. 
The delegates from Kings at present sup- 
pose themselves to be for H1L1, and they 
will doubtless remain of that mind unless 
they receive directions to the contrary from 
Mr. HuegH McLavuGaiin. The Tammany 
delegates, though ‘“‘unpledged,” are for HILL. 
The delegates chosen by the County Demo- 
crats are not now for HILL, but they prob- 
ably will be later on if no way shall be 
found to prevent his nomination. 

Gov. H1ti no doubt flatters himself that 
the choice of these delegates sonearly unan- 
imous for his nomination is an incontestable 
evidence of his great popularity with the 
Democratic masses of New-York. It does 
look curiously that way, yet Gov. Hitt 
should remember that he has won an 
uncontested field. No rival candidate 
for the nomination has appeared, and we 
are not aware that even by stealth and in- 
direction any other aspirant for Guberna- 
torial honors.has anywhere sought to pre- 
vent the selection of Hill delegates. This 
goes far to account forthe unanimity of 
the party’s action. The making up of a 
convention so nearly ‘solid’ for HILu is 
the result of two forces—the efforts on 
the one hand of the active agents 
of the Governor and of the liquor dealers 
to control the primaries and district con-— 
ventions in his interest, and on the other 
the passive acquiescence of the masses of 
the party in the schemes of these agents 
and workers. 

It may seem 
of a democratic system 
ment that a great party should be 
found ready to continue in a high 
office a worthless demagogue and trickster 
like Hirt. But this is not so surprising 
when it is understood that H1L1w’s workers 
and the liquor dealers favor him because of 
their precise and perfect understanding of 
his character, while the masses of the party 
have allowed him to come thus near toa 
renomination because they lack that under-: 
standing. We do,not go beyond the 
bounds of truth and soberness when we 
say that the Democrats in the inte-- 
rior of the State, with of course many 
creditable exceptions, really know very 
little about the official record of Davin B. 
Hitt. His relations to the Aqueduct Com- 
mission, which have been most fruitful in 
scandals and definite proved charges 
against him, have been somewhat too eom- 
plicated and obscure for persons who have 
not carefully followed from day to day the 
revelations made by the Fassett commit- 
tee, and this assuredly the rural Democrat 
has not done. Like all other charges made 
against Gov. Hitz, the charges of official 
misconduct in his relations to aqueduct 
matters have been passed over by the masses 
of the Democratic Party as ordinary “ cam- 
paign slanders.” .And when a newspaper so 
candid, well informed, and ably edited as

wonder that the hard-working farmers of 
the interior counties have been unable to 
see anything very shameful in the Gov- 
ernor’s behavior. 

Gov. Hitt will be nominated at Buffalo 
if between now and Wednesday afternoon 
the Democratic leaders fail to be convinced 
that the revolt against him is sufficiently 
formidable to insure his defeat. We think 
his defeat may be confidently predicted. It 
seems more than probable already, and the 
protest is growing every day in volume and 
power. ‘But, even if he be elected, the 
fruits of success will not be wholly 
sweet to his taste. The rumsellers 
and “heelers”’ to whom he will owe his 
nomination will make demands upon him 
which he cannot grant without forfeit- 
ing altogether the esteem of the respect- 
able part of the community nor refuse with, 
out incurring the hatred of his present 
allies. The executive chair will not be a 
comfortable seat even for so adroit a person 
as Mr. Hitt. His most probable course will 
be the betrayal of the liquor sellers 
and blacklegs who are now laboring: in 
his behalf. That has been his usual course 
in the past. He withdrew his support from 
SQurrE while that poetic functionary was 
going about town defying Mayor GRACE 
because “DAVE” was on his side. More 
recently, upon the mere recommendation of 
Mayor Hrewi11t, he sent to the Legislature a 
message which led to the removal 
from office, without the formality of 
any hearing or trial, three Aqueduct 
Commissioners who had been his partners 
in the deal which opened that great work 
to mismanagement and plunder. No doubt 
these men will learn ultimately that the 
Governor is not faithful and straightfor- 
ward even in iniquity. Butit is not likely 
that he will have the opportunity either to 
help or to betray them. 





TARIFF TAXES AND WAGES. 

It is the constant assertion of the protec- 
tionists that the passage of the Mills bill 
would decrease the wages of the operatives 
in manufacturing establishments. Nothing 
whatever is said of the effect of the bill in 
cheapening the products which are con- 
sumed by the wage earners with the rest of 
the community. Yet thisis a very impor- 
tant feature of the question. Every one who 
is at all familiar with the tariff understands 
that the existing rates of duty bestow upon 
the protected manufacturer a bounty larger 
“than his whole pay roll. Whoever disputes 
this statement has a pecuniary interest in 
the maintenance of the tariff, or is ignorant 
of facts that are familiar knowledge both 
to those whose fortunes have been in- 
creased by the protective policy and those 
who have studied the economic condition of 
the country. Itis perfectly well understood, 
for instance, that the increased price of 
domestic goods, due to the tariff tax, is 
larger than the total amount of wages paid 
to the operatives in protected manu- 
factories. Noone who knows what he is 
talking about will seriously dispute this, 
unless he is pecuniarly interested, as a capi- 
talist, in a protected enterprise. Even then, 
if he is possessed of the large wisdom that 
governs such men as Mr. SARGENT, Mr. 
HAZARD, and Mr. BLEAKIE£, who are both 
manufacturers and revenue reformers, he 
will know that the restricted market of this 
or any other protected country is not best 
for any one who is engaged in producing or 
in exchanging products. 

More than once THE Times has demon- 
strated that the protected manufacturers, 
receive all their pay rolls from their tariff 
bounties, and that they will not suffer in 
this respect from the passage of the Mills 
bil). It has also been shown that the chief 
beneficiaries of the tariff tax do not share 
on even terms with their employés. Wages 
cannot be reduced even if the tariff rates 
should be lowered very much more than is 
proposed by the Democrats. The proposi- 
tion, stated briefly, is this: A manufacturer 
receives $6 bounty on goods of which the 
labor cost is $2. The Mills bill proposesa re- 
duction of the duty so that the manufactur- 
er’s bounty will be only $5. Is there a sen- 
sible person who believes that the man who 
receives the gift of $5 can lower the rate of 
wages so that his labor will cost less than 
$2? If any cheat like that should be under- 
taken it would end very disastrously for 
the manufacturers who took part in it. 

There is only one matter for either work- 
ingmen or the unprotected consumers of the 
country to consider. There is no doubt 
that the present tariff tax is too high. The 
capitalists who are engaged in the business 
of manufacturing confess that they do not 
need protection for themselves. With ab- 
solute free trade, which is not even re- 
motely threatened, they can obtain their 
raw materials at as low a cost as is demand- 
ed in any market of the world. Protection 
is asked for the wage earner alone, but on 
the basis of the present rate of wages. It 
isnot asked in order that his pay may be 
increased, but that it may be maintained. 
Such protection would be furnished by a 
tariff that would cover the _ differ- 
ence between the wages paid here and 
abroad. We have heard this phrase 
from the most uninstructed lips. Every 
stump speaker who is especially ignorant 
is devoted to it, and yet, in considering our 
economic problem, it is a phrase of no value 
whatever, because our manufacturers are 
now protected very much more than that, 
and will continue to be if the Mills bill 
should become a law. The maker of pig 
iron who receives a bounty of about $6 
on every ton produced in his furnace pays 
a little more than $3 a ton for his labor. 
He still demands that the rate should be 
equal to the difference between the wages 
paid by him and those paid *by his British 
competitors. Ifthe duty should be $3 a 
ton instead of $6 72 it would be excessive, 
and the maker of pig iron is a thoroughly 
good representative of his class. 

In view of this, why should not the wage 
earner have the benefit of the lower tariff? 
On all his earthen and glass ware he pays 
an average duty of 60.61. If his employer 

buys white china he pays a duty of 55 per 
cent.; if the employé buys white stone- 
ware the duty is still 55 per cent. It is pro- 
posed that the tax on all earthen and 
glass ware shall be about 51° per 
cent. The workingman pays a tax 
on all metal goods averaging about 
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shall be reduced to 44 per cent. On the 
woodenware that he buys for his kitchen 
he pays about 35 per cent.; the Mills bill 
would make therate 29. Sugar is reduced 
less than it ought to be, The average 
rate is now 78 per cent.; if the 
Mills bill shall become a law it 
will be 63. Provisions are now taxed 47 
per cént., and it is proposed to make it 37. 
Cottons, which are worn in one form or 
another all the year round and by every 
one, now pay an average tax of 51 per cent. 
If the Mills bill should become a law the 
tax would be 39. Woolen clothes, so essen- 
tial in this climate, pay nearly 6919 per 
cent., and the proposed reduction is to 40 
per cent. 

There is every reason why the wage 
earners should support the party which pro- 
poses these reductions. The Republican 
Party, it must be borne in mind, does not 
merely oppose reduction, it insists on an 
increase of taxation. If its programme 
should be carried out, the taxes on wools, 
tin plate, certain cottons, and cotton 
ties would be greatly increased. The 
price of the tinware of the kitchen, the 
workingman’s dinner pail, the cans in 
which fruits and vegetables are packed and 
preserved would be nearly doubled. The 
question is not, Will the people have cheap- 
er goods, but will they have cheaper or 
dearer? The tariff cannot remain where it 
is. The tax must be reduced or it must be 
increased in obedience to the men who thus 
far reaped the benefits of the protective 
system. Will the workingmen get more or 
less for their labor? That is the question. 
If they desire more they will vote in favor 
of a reduction of the tariff. No more effective 
Wwage-inereasing movement was ever begun 
than that in behalf of lower tariff taxes, 
which means higher wages. 








INDIA AND THIBET. 

The recent news that 15,000 Thibetans 
were marching upon Sikkim indicates that 
the arrival of the new Chinese Resident at 
Lassa did not produce the peaceful results 
hoped for. Earlier news from Simla had 
represented that the Thibetans had made 
overtures for a conference, as the fruit of 
the intervention of this official; but their 
present advance against a frontier State 
recognized to be under the protection of the 
Indian Government tells a different story. 
Out of this action may grow serious conse- 
quences, involving the relations of Great 
Britain with China, of which latter Thibet 
is a dependency. 

The immediate cause of the present hos- 
tilities is the persistent attempt of the 
Thibetans to hold an intrenched position be- 
yond their own frontier, within the terri- 
tory of Sikkim. This latter is a small State 
interposed between Bhotan on the east and 
Nepaul on the west, lying due north of 
Calcutta. But while the immediate act of 
aggression is thus on the side of Thibet, 
British commercial enterprise is no doubt 
finally responsible for the trouble. Although 
traversed in every part except its central 
highs tableland by mountain chains and 
knots, Thibet has for generations carried 
on a large trade with Nepaul and Bhotan, 
and thereby with India. These relations 
the Indian Government has long sought to 
increase, and the efforts of Lord DUFFERIN 
to secure them have of late been very 
marked. But while the old methods of 
trading at arm’s length have been kept up 
by Thibet, overtures for a mercantiletreaty, 
or to admit traders, or even Commissioners 
to Lassa have uniformly been repelled. 
Some years ago the restlessness of British 
trade enterprise took the form of trying to 
bring goods to Calcutta through Sikkim, 
as béing ashorter route to Calcutta, and 
more desirable in several ways. The Indian 
Government arranged an embassy for the 
purpose, but it immediately encountered a 
double obstacle in the traditional prejudice 
of Thibet against the admission of ' foreign- 
ers to her capital and in the opposition of 
those who were interested in keeping up 
the old routes. 

The Thibetans, taking a possibly exag- 
gerated view of the British purpose, ad- 
vanced into Sikkim and seized a position 
theré on the route which would be chosen 
if the British attempted invasion. Possibly 
they may claim that their own frontier ex- 
tends thus far. At all events, they deter- 
mined to be beforehand in resisting any 
approach through Sikkim, either for com- 
mercial or military purposes. The Bengal 
Government was forced, under its engage- 
ments with Sikkim, 10 send troops to expel 
the Thibetan invaders. This was aceom- 
plished after a campaign whose principal 
obstacle was the hard march of several 
hundred miles. On theapproach of the ex- 
pedition the Thibetans retreated across the 
boundary, and they were not pursued. 

It is said that the remainder of the 
year will be unfavorable for campaigning. 
But early in the coming year the Indian 
Government may again face the alternative 
of either submitting to this bold occupation 
of the Sikkim frontier by the Thibetans or 
essaying another military expedition. Pos- 
sibly there will exist by that time a senti- 
mentin favor of attempting to repeat in 
Thibet the success obtained in Burmah. 
But the difficulties of campaigning in 
Thibet would be far greater; and besides, 
China would not submit to any British an- 
nexations in Thibet. It is true that the 
present troubles have been referred to the 
Pekin authorities, and it was understood 
that their influence would be exerted to 
bring about a peaceful understanding be- 
tween India andThibet. Butif so exerted, 
it has evidently not yet been successful; 
and this might be made an excuse for Great 
Britain to take into her own hands the pun- 
ishment of the Thibetans. But should this 
punishment take the form of invasion 
China could hardly be a passive spectator, 
while the urgency with which Gen. 
PREJEVALSKY, representing Russia, is now 
hurrying forward with the purpose of try- 
ing to be admitted to Lassa is at this 
juncture not a little suggestive. 


The latest reported piece of impertinence 
on the part of a railroad corporation is the 
attempt of the Florida Railway and Navi- 
gation Company to defy the United States 
Government by refusing to hold its trains 
longer than ten minutes for every twenty 
persons on board to permit of the quarantine 
inspection ordered by the Surgeon-General., 
This arrogant corporation proposes to give 
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the surgeons exactly one-half minute for 
the examination of each person, any one of 
whom may bear with him the seeds of in- 
fection which might depopulate a city. 
This impudent assumption of the right 
to trifle with human life in a section 
of the country already being swept by 
the terrible scourge of yellow fever is a 
little beyond anything thus far recorded of 
the managers of any railroad, and it is 
pleasing to note that Surgeon-General Ham- 
ILTON is equal to the occasion. He has or- 
dered Surgeon Urquuart to detain the 
trains as long as he deems it necessary, to 
call to his aid all the men needed to do this, 
and to use force if required, and he adds 
significantly, ‘‘No local railroad officer can 
be allowed to issue orders to an officer of 
the United States while in the performance 
of his duty.” This is the only way to bring 
the Florida Railway and Navigation Com- 
pany to a realizing sense of its subordina- 
tion to the authorities of the Nation, and 
the Surgeon-General is to be commended 


for his prompt and spirited action. 
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TALK OF ITALIAN OPERA.

The latest advices from Europe concern- 
ing Manager Mapleson’s promise to again try 
his fortunes in the United States with an Italian 
opera company are ef a nature to inspire belief 
in the enterprising Celonel’s sincerity. From 
Paris cemes the report that M. Guyarre, the 
Spanish tenor, now singing at the Teatro San 
Carlo in Naples, has been sammoned to Paris 
by the manager of the Grand Opera to take the 
plaee of Jean de Keszke, who, together with the 
baritene, M. Lassalle, is under engagement to 
Col. Mapleson to sing in America. If this re- 


port be true it places beyond doubt Col. Maple- 
80n’s intention to come to this country with an 
opera troupe. 

That Mr. Augustus Harris of the Drury-Lane 
Theatre thinks of doing the same thing is also a 
fact. Mme. Albani and her husband, Mr. Gye, 
and other friends. it is said, have for some 
months been urging him to de so, and 
Mr. Harris has finally said he will, 
His statement, however, that he had 
under contract for the ensuing season the de 
Reszke brothers, whe are famous in Europe, 
conflicts with the later claim of Col. Maple- 
son to having secured one of these great artists 
himself. The experience of Mr. Mapleson in 
this country has taught him that such great ar- 
tists as de Reszke and Lassalle are almost cer- 
tain guarantees of financial success. Each has 
a clear, pure voice, and leaves nothing to be de- 
sired in the matter of stage presence. The 
works in which they have made their most suc- 
eessful joint appearances are favorites of the 
American operagoers, being ‘‘Marta,” “Les 
Huguenots,” * Aida,” and “ Faust.” 

For the past two London opera seasons Jean 
de Reszke and Lassalle have appeared at the 
Covent Garden Theatre under Mr. Gye and at 
the Drury Lane under Augustus Harris. Their 
successes there were continuous. Jean de 
Reszke had sung in the principal theatres of the 
Continent, among them La Scala, at Milan, 
Teatre San Carlo, at Naples, and the Grand 
Opera, at Paris. Everywhere his success was 
great, and he is to-day the leading tenor of 
Europe. x, The baritone Lassalle has had a brill- 
lant career, and is considered unexcelled in 
certain réles. Botn artists are in demand 
among impresarii who can meet their salaries, 
which are very high. 

If Mr. Mapleson really has secured them it is 
stated upon good authority that the coming 
Winter season will pass before they are intro- 
duced tothe New-York public. A part of Mr. 
Harria’s reperted — for this country is to 
inaugurate the Chicago Auditorium with a sea- 
son of Italian opera, and he may have an eye on 
the Broadway Theatre as an available location 
for an operatic season. But Col. Mapleson, per- 
haps, will not stand idly by ana see Mr. Harris 
get the Chicago house, for it is learned from 
@ gentleman who is in frequent eorre- 
spondence with him -that the Colonel is 
making an effort to furnish the Auditorium per- 
fermances himself. He feels confident that by 
superior generalship he can oust Mr. Gye from 
his present position of authorized agent for the 
Chicago festival and occupy that important post 
to his own advantage. If he suceeeds in this he 
will take his company first te Chiaago, and from 
there to. the Pacifie coast, and tken 
on to Australia. After finishing «a sea 
son in Australia the company will start 


for New-York. Col. Mapleson is in ne 


-hurry to visit this or other Eastern cities.

VERY WET SUNDAY. 


TORRENTS OF RAIN PUT A STOP TO PRO- 
POSED PLEASURE PARTIES. 

The young man who had promised him- 
self and another a trip to Coney Island yester- 
day was sadly disappointed. Almost all day 
long it either rained in terrents or drizzled, and 
the New-Yorker whe had returned from the 
country hugged himself with delight when he 
reflected that he was no longer a sojourner in 
the wilderness where the floods deseend and 
the winds blow. Yesterday was an unpleasant 
day. The humidity was registered at 100 per 
cent. It rained all the morning with that pe- 
culiat watery persistency so characteristic of 


the storms hurled at the effete East by the wild 
and rugged West. About 2 e’clock the rain 
considered it would be beneficial to go to sea, a 
reselution which the New-Yorker regarded as 
highly commendable. But the storm ‘eft little 
streaks of clouds behiud that tended to make 
life a burden and pedestrianism unpleasant. 

The storm was tirst observed in that nursery 
for weather of all kinds commonly known as 
Dakota. This particular storm started out with 
the intention ef having an encounter with a 
giddy young cyclone that was on its way up the 

tlantic ceast. New-York was chosen as the bat- 
tlefield. A part ef the Dakota storm arrived on 
the ground on Saturday afterneon, and shed 
sopieus tears at being unable te discover its 
enemy. Those people who ventured out of 
deors without an umbrella can willingly testify 
to this fact. The Southern cyclone, however, 
did not get as far as New-York, for contrary 
to expectation it turned tail and fled eut to sea 
by way ef Key West. The Dakota storm fretted 
and fumed around New-York all Saturday night 
aud yesterday forenoon, and then departed for 
Quebee and the Northwest. It was pretty gen- 
eral throughout the lake region and the Atlantic 
States, but New-York happily did not receive its 
entire benefit. , 

At 8 e’clock yesterday morning the humidity 
was 100, or as high as it can go, while the tem- 

erature was 68°. At 3 o’cloek the humidity 

ad fallen to 79j and the temperature had risen 
to 72°. The amount of rain that fell while the 
storm prevailed was 1.82 inehes. 

Yesterday was the dullest Sunday of the sea- 
som On the Harlem River. The little excursion 
boats puffed dismally up and down with now 
and then a passenger to keep the crew er 
and the proprietorsof rowboats stood solemnly 
about looking at their craft nodding idly on the 
water.

OANADA MUST GET READY. 





THE MINISTERS NOT SURPRISED AT THE 
VOTE ON RETALIATION. 

Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 9.—The Cabinet 
met agaim yesterday afternoon, and from 
sources in the confidence of the Government it 
is learned that retaliation got another vigorous 
discussion. Sir Hector Langvin drew attention 
to the drift of the speeches in both the Senate 
and House, and pointed out that the retaliation 
measure was almost sure to pass. It behooves 
Canada, therefore, he said, to take action at 
once. 

Sir 8. D. Thompson supported Sir Hector. He 
had not thought at first that the bill would 
pass, but it was now apparent that it would. 
He had hoped tbat matters would drift on quiet- 
ly with the fishery question in abeyance till 


after the election, when the Imperial Govern- 
Ment would make overtures and certain con. 
eessions to the States that could not but result 
ina treaty satisfactory to the States and an 
amieabie settlement of the whole trouble with- 
out sacrificing the honor of Canada. But it was 
now apparent that retaliation weuld soon be in 
foree, and the first really bad feeling between 
the countries would commence, and the possl- 
bilities of international complications.and preb- 
ably war were open. It therefore behooved 
Canada to be ready. 

Sir John Macdonald said such talk was all 
moenshine. He believed that even if retaliation 
was really enforeed it would only last any way 
till after the election. 

Sir Adolphe Caron said that Cleveland dare 
not go back on his policy if he got the power, 
as it was evident now that he would, and that 
Canada should be placed in a position to meet 
all contingencies. The whole question was then 
gone over again in a most lively way, the con- 
tention of the main portion of the Cabinet be- 
ing that Canada should be put in a thorough 
state of defense. Sir Hector favored an imme- 
diate demand on the States for the recognition 
of Canada’s portion of the St. Ciair Canal, but 
he was outveted, as the present was not consid- 
ered the time for such a move, and an adjourn- 
ment was then taken until the vote should be 
taken in the Senate. 

A number of the Ministers were interviewed 
last evening after the vote in the House had 
been announced, and they one and all expressed 
themselves as not at all surprised. They expect 
the vote in the Senate to be equally unanimous.

DAMAGED BY STORMS 
Quincy, Ill, Sept. 9.—A cloudburst 
struck this city last evening, doing much dam- 
age. Searcely a tree in the city escaped. Num- 


‘bers of houres and outbuildings were unroofed 


and demolished. The storm lasted not more 
than 16 minutes, but did more damage than any 


storm for years. The corn in this section is 
somewhat injured in places, but not destroyed. 

Litrte Rock, Ark., Sept. 9.—A gentle- 
man from Van Buren, Ark., says a waterspout 
broke on the mountain side near that town and 
flooded a portien of the place, causing great 
damage. The main business street was inun- 
dated and also many residences. F. Lawrence 
and Fritz'& Co. lost a large amount of goods. 
Nearly all the business heuses on the main 
street were damaged by the flood. 

Friday a town six miles west ef Van Buren, 
knewn as Colony, was visited by a destructive 
cyclone. The track of the storm was three 
wiles wide. Houses were demolisbed and trees 
and fences leveled. Hail accompanied the wind, 
greatly damaging eetten tields and orchards. 
In numbers of cotton fields the leaves were 
stripped from the stalks and the bolts left 
hanging by the shreds. No lives were lost’as 
far as known. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 9.—Reports from 
nine counties Northern Mississippi give a 
gloomy account of the erops. The rain which 
has fallen almost daily since Aug. 10 has almost 
ruined the cotton, and corn.is rotting in the 
fields. The damage is probably 20 per cent. in 
the last two weeks. Eastern Arkansas makes 
almest as bad a showing. 





LOSSBS BY FIRX. 

Fire broke eut at 3:30 A. M. yesterday in the 
large morocco factories at Fourth and “enroe 
streets, Wilmington, Del., operated by I. Trimble 
Quigley, and despite the brisk rain that was falling, 
had gained such a headway before ite discovery 
that the firemen could do nothing beyond protect- 
ing adjacent property. The Quigley factory and 
the adjoining factory, occupied by Quigley, put be- 
longing te the John Taylor estate, together With a 
recent annex in the rear, were completely burned, 
and their valuable contents, comprising from 

6,000 te $40.000 worth of finished stock, and 
much unfinished and raw materia), will prove nearly 
a total loss.

Quigley’s loss is 
estimated at $20,900 en building and machinery, 
and $60,000 on stock; the Taylor estato loses $38,000 
to $10,000 on building and machinery.

THE STRICKEN FEVER CITY 


A SAD SABBAIH FOR THE 
JACKSONVILLE SUFFERERS. 
A STORM PREVAILING AND EVERYBODT 
DEPRESSED-—AN INSOLENT RAILROAD 

COMPANY PROMPTLY REBUKED. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 9.—While to- 
day’s cases may not be great in number, yet the 
feeling is one of great depression, anxisty, and 
worry. The atorm that prevailed gall night 
continued te-day, and the lowering skies and 
gloomy appearance overhead generally seemed 
but the reflection ef the thoughts of our stricken 
people. The great worry is hew to protect 
the women and children. They cannot and 
will not ge te Camp Perry unless some radical 
ehanges are made there at once, and theugh 
such are promised yet eur people do not 
have much cenfidence in Dr. Hamilton’s per- 
formances. He announces that: he will make 
Camp Perry his headquarters after Monday, and 
if the people here could have Gov. Perry, who is 
80 severely blamed for this trouble, sent there 
too, their eup of joy weuld be filled. 

There is little chance for any one to be re- 
ceived at Camp Mitchell for some days yet, and 
at Montclair Springs there are only accommo- 
dations fora few more. Therefore, if the city 
is to be depopulated, it is a serious question 
where to send the people. Three trains will 
leave for Asheville or Hendersonville, N. C., 
on Tuesday, probably. One thing that 
keeps so many here is the danger of 
losing all a leave behind. <As_ there 
are enly some 3,500 whites and 10,000 negroes 
here now, if 2,000 of the former go it will 
leave the city in rather a bad plight. What 
can be done te protect property in that event 
is hardly known. Surgeon-General Hamilton 
and our conference committee will meet at 
Camp Perry to-morrow, and prebably some 
definite action will then be taken. 

To-day 18 certainly a meurnful Sabbath. Six 
weeks ago to-day the presence of the first ease 
ef yollew fover in this city became known. The 
past week has been the saddest inthe history 
ef the city for many years. Many hemes have 
been made desolate since the last Sabbath, and 
hun@reds have trembled at the realiza- 
tion of the fact that they know 
not what adayor even an hour may bring 
forth. Therecord of the epidemic up to to-day 
bar” en such as to leaye no question as to the 
character and fatality ef the dread disease that 
is raging among us. Aundreds have been pros- 
trated by the pestilence,and manyin the full 
eonsciousness of health and vitality have been 
called upon to answer the summons which no 
mortal can retuse to obey. 

The condition of the sick te-day is somewhat 
alarming to their friends, and doubtless the 
deatz roll will be larger than usual by Menday 
or Tuesday. ‘The arrival of the Red Cross 
nurses has encouraged our people greatly, for 
they feel now thatif taken ill they will have 
the best of care and. nursing. This task is one 
oe that eo greatly distressed and worried the 
people here. With the doctors overworked. 
sick and dying, and no good nurses, the situa- 
tion was appalling. : 

Work will be begun on Camp Mitchell to-mor- 
row. Eight thousand feet of lumber is now 
leaded to go ont, and as large & force as can be 
worked profitably will be sent out. Two hun- 
dred 12x20 section hand railroad heuses of two 
roems each will be ready within a week. There 
will be accommodations for 1,000 persons. One 
trouble met with is the difficulty in procuring 
lumber. The mills are so demoralized that they 
run enly when they feel like it. The other day 
@ number of teams were engaged to haul lum- 
ber that was piled up near St. Luke’s Hospital, 
but as the wind was blewing from the hospital 
the men beeame ponic stricken and refused to 
work. Thusitisineverything, The least thing 
upsets the colored men and they step work at 
once, 

AeSt. Augustine special says: ‘To-day sev- 
eral citizens indorsed notes to the extent of 
$10,000, with which the quarantine force is to 
be maintained. There is much discussion upon 
the streets concerning the Jacksonville mails. 
Tho popular opinion is in favor ef not admit- 
ting Jacksonville mailsef any kind whatever 
into St. Augustine. What action the Board of 
Health will take in face of thia pressure remains 
to be seen. The opinion of the board is that 
there is no danger, provided the mails are ther- 
eughly fumigated.” St. Augustine is decidedly 
dull. Were it not for the quarantine force many 
men would have no means of support. ee

BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The Austrian press con- 
demns the resolutions anopted at Fulda and 
Freiburg in favor of the restoration of the tem- 
poral power af the Pope. The papers ; declare 
that the restoration ef temporal power would 
be an anachronism, besides giving Emperor 
William’s visit to Rome an undesirable political 
character. 

A decree published in the Military Gazette says 
that the Emperor, in grateful memory of his 
father, preseribes that the new army regulations 
laid down by the late Emperor Frederick shall 
henceforth apply to the infantry. 

Count von Munster, the German Ambassader 
te France, has arrived at Friedriehsrube. 

The new infantry regulations are intended to 


give wider scope to the training of mento meet 
the requirements of actual warfare. 


Maprip, Sept. 9.—The Monks of the 
Fuenterrabia Convent, whe were erdered to be 
expelled from Spain for being connected with 
Carlist prepaganda, have senta petition to the 

ueen humbly promising to refrain from agita- 
tion. The Papal Nuncio here has assured the 
Government that the Pope will check Carlist 
clergy. Repressive steps have therefore been 
abandoned by the Government.

GRAND ARMY KNOCAMPMEN'. 


GREAT PREPARATIONS FOR THE BOYS 
IN COLUMBDS. 

CoLtumBus, Ohio, Sept. 9.—On this, the 
eve of the twenty-secoud annual encampment 
ofthe Grand Armyof the Republic, there is 
every promise that it will be the largest, as 
well as the most successful, that has ever been 
held. It is the intentien of the citizens of 
Columbus to give all who ceme a cordial 
reception and generous entertainment. To 
this end money has been expended liberally, and 
many scores of the most capable and energetic 
business men and comrades of the Ohio capital 
have most ably supplemented the lavish ex- 


penditure of money by months of effective 
work. The arrangements for thejproper recep- 
tion and entertainment of the visitors are 
perfeet. Every provision has been made for 
carrying owt a well-devised system of enter- 
tainment by having a sufficient number of men 
on all committees and in every responsible 
place, wherever necessary in executing the 
plans already matured. 

The principal streets of Colambus are waving 
seas of flags and banners; nor are the decora- 
tions confined te these central parts of the city, 
but they are to be found in profusion every- 
where. Many of the large business blocks are 
literally hidden in flags and streamers of red, 
white, and blue. All the State institutions as 
well as the State House and Government build- 
ings are alive with gay celors. The details 
for night illumination in the way of 
arches and emblems, both by electricity and 
gaslight, leave nothing whatever to be desired. 
The general council which has had eharge of af- 
fairs, state that practically every house in 
Columbus willbe madea hotelif necessary. 
Some railway officials estimate that the crowd 
may reach 300,000 people. This is probably an 
overestitvate, but tue council believes that any 
ordinary Grand Army concourse can be taken 
care of and well taken eare of at that. The 
work of providing for visitors at private houses 
has been going on for months. At the great 
camps the tents and all camping facilities are 
in perfect condition. All the details for feeding 
the people at the camp grounds are ona colossal 
seale, and the provisions and applianees on hand 
are all ready for business in the morning. 

Veterans who have attended mostef the en- 
campmerts held since the war say that the 
work done here is the most complete im every 
way of any that they have everseen. There is 
but one thing that can mar or tend te mara 
perfect encampment, and that is bad weather. 
So far te-day and to-night it has been delight- 
ful, and the promise is that 1t will centinue so. 
It is estimated that over 20,000 people have 
arrived sinee Saturday morning. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—Commander-in-Chief 
Rea and about 2,000 members of the Grand 
Army of the Republie were in Chieago to-day on 
their way to the convention of the erder in Co- 
lumbus. Gen. Reasays that the order is pros- 
pering. There is no polities, he declares, in 
the Grand Army, in spite of the ef- 
forts that have been made to make it 
appear that the body has political aims. Gen. 
Rea is net a candidate fer re-election, the oftice 
being one which takes up more time than hoe 
can spare. His repert wiil shew a gain of 
35,000 in membership during the year, making 
the total membership about 400,000.

ON THE WAY TO, BUFFALO 


THE RUMSELLERS WILL BE 
EHARLY ON THE GROUND. 
HOW HUDSON RIVER DEMOCRATS VIEW 
THE STREAM OF HILL MEN GOING 

TO THE CONVENTION. 

Kineston, N. Y., Sept. 9.—On trains 
bound for Buffalo on the West Shore Railroad 
this evening there were merry and exultant 
members of the New-York City and various 
other local branches of the State Liquor Deal- 
ers’ Association. They made ne secret of the 
fact that tney were on their way to ao their 
utmost te place David B. Hillin tke field for 
Governor, and mostof their eonversation wae 
audible to the majority of the passengers on the 
cars on which they rode. By foree of habit 
many of the saloon friends of Mr. Hill are wont 
to talk rather loudly, and what they said was 
instructive if not edifying. 

The main source of the merriment was the 
way these friends. and their followers made it 
“red hot” for the Democratic *‘ blokes,” ‘*‘ Mug- 
wumps,” and “fanatics” who presumptuously 
held a meeting in New-York City last Friday 
night te protest against the renemination of 
the liquor men’s warmest friend and ally, 
David B. Hill Just how the slums were 
scoured to secure men who ceuld yell and who 
dian’t care a rap whether or not they were sent 
up for disturbing the peace, was told in a way 
that astenished and made indignant the people 
who heard them. One old man, wko said he had 
voted the straight Democratic ticket all his life, 
grew red in the face and said: * Weil, this set- 
tles it with me. Ihavehad my doubts about 
the accuracy of what has been said about Hill 
and the rumsellers, but now I have heard and 
seen for myself. I weuldn’t vote for Hill new 
under any censideration.” 

It is reasonable to presume there were other 
Passengers who hela similar views. If the 
Democrats who are opposed to Hill could induce 
these enthuslastio friends of the Governor, in 
case he is renominated, to travel over the State 
in railroad trains from new until election ¢a/, 
itis safe to say they woulddo effective werk 
for Warner Miller. 

One of the advanced guard—and it was 
noticed that on the trains now on their way to 
Buffalo there were many of the same mek who 
passed north to thesame eity a week ago to- 
night to attend the State Liquor Dealers’ Con- 
vention—was asked what the object was in 
going soearly. The reply was that there was 
considerable werk yet to be done, and by being 
on the ground bright and early various details 
eee be attended to with neatness and dis- 
patch. 

The liquor men view the coming convention 
as their own, and time and money is no object 
in bringing about the nemination of Mr. Hill by 
acclamation. Mr. Hili’s warmest friends have 
all the resolutions prepared that will be “neoes- 
sary af the convention,” so that when the Dem- 
ocratic “blokes,” the,*‘ Mugwumps,” and the 
** fanatics” reack the stamping ground on Tues- 
day or Wednesday merning they can go areund 
and enjoy themselves seeing tho sights of the 
city, convinced there is nothing they can do to 
avert the party’s disgrace. They need not 
bother themselves at all about the head of the 
ticket, because, in the werds of the friends of 
“personal iiberty” and David, “that’s all 
been fixed.” To a delegate who said his name 
was Harris, it was suggested mildly that per- 
haps he and his feliows were just a trifie san- 
guine. Mr. Harris intimated that anybody whe 
entertained sucha preposterous view as that 
did not know what he was talking about, or, to 
ss the gentleman literally, ‘* was away off.” 

fhere was ne possibility that the liquor dealers’ 
slate would be smashed on Sept. 12. These pol- 
iticians have gone over the entire State by 
schoel districts, andalarge partof the two- 
hundred-and-fifty-thousand-dellar corruptien 
fund, raised by individual efforts im their own 
ranks and by making assessments upon men 
with whom they have direct business relations, 
during the last two weeks was placed where it 
would do the most good. 

Generally speaking, the result of many of the 
caucuses shows that the money has been judi- 
ciously if unlawfully expended. The second 
general assessment is now being coliected, and 
it will be used for expenses at Buffalo. Demo-

Any gentleman 
who does not like this sort of persena! liberty 
May stay at home, As it stands, it seems te be 
rather a nice arrangement, and, if tme great 
Democratic Party of the great State of New- 
York jegs along in the lines laid out, Mr. Hill’s 
henchmen will be entirely satisfied. 

Nevertheless, the mass of the batter elass of 
Democrats along the Hudsen River, and to a 
considerable extent the river counties are the 
pulse of the State, say they do not believe that 
their party is s0 Wholly in the power of the 
rum-selling element as the saloon men claim. 
The men who belong to the party from principle 
are cognizant of the fact of the logrelling, of 
the canvass made, ana of the desperate eiforts 
the men who are opposed to high license have 
put forth during the last two months; and yet 
they believe that when the convention meets 
the recognized leaders of the Democraey will 
rise equa! to the situation and prevent Hill’s 
nomination. They point out that the Hill 
sbouters, as a Class, appear to care little or 
nothing for the success of the national ticket, 
and that their money, their time, and their in- 
fluence is for Hilland Hill alone. best say 
that they do not believe that the intelligence 
and the morality of the party will court defeat 
in this State and put in jeopardy the national 
ticket. They say that they are fully persuaded 
that there are at least 75,000 Democrats who 
are oppesed to Hill because he vetoed the. High 
License bill, because he has favored the rum- 
sellers and has done their biading, because he 
has done much to debauch the civil service, be- 
cause he has played fast and leose with the in- 
terests of workingmen, because ef the aqueduct 
scandals in which he is mixed up, because mer 
who make a trade of politics are for him almost 
to a man, because he has opposed electoral re- 
form, and because his whole course has been 
that of a demagogue. 

They guietly but earnestly say that to renomi- 
nate Hill would be practically to indorse every- 
thing that 18 ebjectionable in the party, and if 
it is dene it will be an act of the sheerest folly 
and one trom which it will take the Democracy 
Many years torecover. Viewed solely from a 
astandpeint of seeuring votes, outside of the 
questions of honesty, morality, &c., invoived, it 
would be a stupendeus piece of feolishness 
they think to put Hill in the field. The saloon 
men, even in their wildest:beasts, have never 
claimed to control over 50,600 men, and it is 
reasonable to presume that that number 1s 
far in exeess of the aetual number. They 
say there is no questien at all that the 
Democratie Party must be very badly off indeed 
if it has notin its ranks 75,000 voters who yo 
to church, who believe in restricting the liquor 
traffic, and whe consider a public office a public 
trust. They dwell upon the fact that the public 
demonstration in New-York against Gov. Hill 
last Friday night is without preeedent, and that 
the sentiments there given utteranes to are 
warmly indorsed in the rural districts generally 
where the temperance sentiment is much 
stronger, aceording to the relative pepulation, 
than in New-York City. 

Tho business men, the churchmen, the tem- 
perance men, the civil serviee reform men, and 
other eonservative citizens say they have ne 
candidate, but they belisve that there are many 
men who might be placed at the head of the 
State ticket. ‘* We will vote for any reputabie 
candidate,” they say, ‘“‘but we will not vete tor 
David B. Hill.” Goed government must be se- 
cured at all hazards, they say, and if Mr. Hill is 
‘“‘a Democrat” now is the time for him to siiow 
that he cares more for the party than for his 
own fortunes. If he refuses to step down then it 
is the bounden duty of the leaders to see te it 
that heis relegated te the sphere of ward politics. 


ARKANSAS’S DEMOCRATIO MAJORITY. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark,, Sept. 9.—Election re- 
turns have been received frem 71 of the 75 
counties in the State. The majority for: James 
H. Eagle, the Demecratic Gubernatorial eanai- 
date, will not reach 15,000. Of the counties 
yet to hear from one will give a Democratic 
and the others Republican majorities. A 
tremendous vete was polled, it being 
estimated at 175,000, as against 163,889 in 
1886. The Wheelers eleeted some 14 mefibers 
of the Legislature and the Republicans an equal 


number. The prohibition vote shows a decrease 
frem that ef two years ago.

ADVANTAGES OF THE MILLS 
BILL 10 WAGE BARNERS. 


_ 

Before going any further in the considera- 
tion of the effect of the Mills Tariff bill en the 
wages paid in the various protected industries, 
we will state wherein the méasure will be a posi- 
tive benefit to every consumer—w age earner 
capitalist, professional man, farmer, and me- 
chanic. The fact that most of the communi- 
ty are unprotected by the tariff law was 
shown ina former article. But every protect- 
ed manufacturer pays his share of the tariff 
tax,’ and every wage earner bears his propor- 
tion of the burden. The eonsumer pays the 
tax. The fact that he {does net know how 
much the tax is is not, as Mr. Harrison seems te 
think, a point in favor of the protective sys- 
tem. On the centrary, it marks it as cen- 
trary to the genius of the institutions which 
we have inherited and under whish we 
live. It has always; been insisted upon in free 
Governments that the citizen shall know pre- 
cisely what he pays to the Government. It is 
one of the most odious featares of the tariff tax 
that no one knows what is its exact cost to him. 
We may arrive at the average tax paid by the 
average individual, but hardly any one can tell ~ 
precisely what the costef thesystem has been to 
him. Heretofore we have shown tkat the pro- 
posed bill cannet reduce wages unless the man- 
ufacturers are dishonest and absolutely eheat 
their employes, but dishonesty of that kind, as 
every one knows, cannot last long. Itis only 
temporary at the best. All manufacturers will 
not enter inte so base a conspiracy as that would 
be which would exist for the purpose ef need- 
lessly depriving wage earners of their cempen- 
sation. We have shown, by the published re- 
ports of the Government, in every case, that the 
wages paid in the industries which we 


have considered areall supplied by the in- 
creased prieesor bounties which the tariff ex- 
aets from the consumer. It is true, in view of 
this, that the protected manufacturer whe con- 
tinues to ask for mere protection to cover the 
difference in wages between here and Europe is 
dishonest, but public opinion would speedily 
rebuke an attemptte lower wages because the 
Mills bill became a law, for, as has also been 
shown, the pretected manufacturers would then 
also eontinue to receive all their wages from 
the bounties. We do not intend te stop the ex- 
amination of specified industries, especially 
those that are pursued by the people of this 
State, but a recent publieation of the Ways and 
Means Committee enables us to at once give to 
the wage earnerathe benefits that will accrue 
to them as consumers by the proposed reform of 
the tariff. 

In the first place, it must be admitted by all 
intelligent pereons that there is free trade in 
laber; that, notwithstanding the empleyer’s 
ardent professions of love for the workingmen, 
he imports cheap labor when he can. Every in- 
telligent wage earner knows that his earnings 
are smaller than they weuld be were it net for 
this practice of bringing over imported laber to 
the country. Then why should this man who 
Taust compete with Russians, Swedes, Bulga- 
rians, and all the paupers of Europe, pay a tax 
out of his scant income in order that his mas- 
ter’s prefits may not be decreased by competi- 
tion with European products? Why should 
American goods be preserved more sacredly 
frem competition than American men? How 
much does this tax cost the man who may be 
driven frem his place to-merrow by an import- 
ed European, and how much weuld the Mills 
bill improve his condition? 

Ta the first piace his clethes would be cheaper. 
Wool is placed on the free list. This would net 
injure the growers of wool. On the contrary, it 
would greatly berefit them, beeause foreign 
wools are needed for the manufactures whieh 
cannet be greatly successful until they have 
cheap wools frem abroad. Their success will 
méan an inerease of the demand fer domestic 
wools. But allthis is by the way, and will be 
more fully treated when the wool schedule is 
considered. We-will take ready-made clothing 
as aftording the easiest illustration of the 
ehange that will be made by the reform of the 
tariff law. The present rate of duty en ready- 
made clething is 40 cents a pound and 35 per 
sent. Suppose that an imported suit of Eng- 
lish cassimere aetually costs $5 deliv- 
ered in chis ceuntry, and that it weighs 
four peunds. The $5 inoludes the cost of 
manufacture and tramspertation. The cost ef 
the suitis now increased by the duty. The 
specific duty, 40 cents a peund, will be $1 60 
and the ad valorem duty will be $1 75, so that 
$3 35 must be added te the $5, making the cost 
of the suit $68 35. Asa matter of faet the aver- 
age ad valorem ratein 1887 on all ready-made 
clothing was about 54 percent. At present a 
werkingman Can buy a five-dollar English suit 
for about $9 20, adding 10 per cent. for the 

rofit of the retailer. If the Mills bill should 

ecome the law his suit would cost him about 
$8. This 1s net much, perhaps, but $1 20 is 
worth whilo saving. The workingman new 
pays a tax on his weol hatof 35 cents a peund 
and 40 per cant. ad valorem. The hat costs, 
landed, abeut 85 cents. The equivalent ad va- 
lerem rate under the present law is about 52 
per cent. ; se that nis hat, including the profit of 
the hat seller, cests him abeut$l 50. Under the 
Mills bill the same hat would cost him abeut 
$1 30. If he purchased a hat eosting 75 cents in 
England he weuld pay under the present law a 
duty of about 50 cents, while under the Mills 
bill the duty would be about 30 cents. His 
cheap stoekings that ought to besold for10 
eents a pair now eest avout 17. Under the 
Mills bill they would cost 14, If he buys a cheap 
woolen dress for his wife or daughter costing 
15 cents a yard on the other sida he must pay 
25 cents for it; 21 cents would be the price un- 
der the Mills bill. A dress worth 20 cents 
would eest nearly 37 cents; under the Mills bill 
its cost would be 28 eents. A still mere expen- 
sive dress, such as is worn by women in moder- 
ate circumstances for their best, and which 
ought te be bought fer $1 now costs $1 70a 
yard. If the Mills bill should become a law its 
cest would be $1 40. 

It may be ebjected that the wage earners de 
not wear fereign goods. That is true because 
the duty puts them beyond their reach. Nev- 
ertkeless the illustrations of the difference in 
prices of imported goeds under the present law 
and those that weuld ebtain if the tariff should 
be modified as proposed in the Mills bill js fair, 
besause there would be about the same per- 
eentage of difference inthe cost of domestic 
geods. The increased cost of the domestic 
product by reason of the tariff tax is now 
about 40 per cent., and the passage of the Mills 
bill would doubtless decrease that cost by about 
the same percentage as the costof imported 
goods weuid be decreased. We use the figures 
of imports because they are more easily eb- 
tainable. 

In the matter of cottons, prints werth 10 
cents a yard now cest 15; those worth 6 cents 
costll. All these would be dutiable at 40 per 
Cent. 

Let us examine the changesin the rates in 
food. The fellowing are made free: Fresh or 
brine vegetables, which now pay a duty of 10 
per cent.; Zante currants, which pay a dnty of 
2742 per cent.; dates, which pay 27; figs, which 
pay 56; beans, peas, meats, game, poultry, and 
milk, which pay 10 per cent. Tae Sugar Trust 
contrels the price ef that necessary article of 
food. Under the Mills bill the trast might not 
be destroyed, but it would be greatly crippled. 
The grade of sugar which is most largely im- 
ported into this country is worth abeut 2.6 eents 
& pound at the plaee of shipment. Its price is 
increased by the tariff to 4.8 cents. In the 
Mills bill it is proposed to reduee that to 439 
cents. The proposed reduction on sugar is not 
eneugh, but there are very few heads of fam- 
ilies who weuld not be glad ef saving nearly 
half a cent a pound on the sugar consumed. 

At present the price of 2 cents’ worth of corn 
starch is 4 cents; under the Mills bill it would 
be 3 cents. The price of 6 cents’ worth of raisins 
is 8 cents; 16 weuld be a little more than 7 
counts. : 

lf one desires to build a house its cost is in- 
ereased by the tariff tax on lumber. If the 
Mills bill should become a law the price of 
clapboards would be reduced frem 8 to 11 per 
cent., aceording a8 they were ef pine or spruce. 
Laths would be reduced 12 per cent., pickets 10 

er cent., planed boards from 8 te 22 per cent. 

ouse furmiture would be reduced about 14 per 
cent. 

If ene is desirous to furnish a house, the addi- 
tional cost by reason of the tariff tax will be 
considerable. Ifa werkingman desires to pur- 
chase what ought to be $700 worth of wooden 
furniture, he will be obliged to pay $945 for it. 
As we havealready said, we propose to add 
the waole duty to the price of the domestic arti- 
ole because the tarift law renders it pessible, in 
times when the demand is brisk, to eharge the 
whole tariff tax rate as additional cost. The 
following table will shew what the present law 
will compel an American citizen to pay for 
$1,000 worth of household furniture, and what 
will be the cost if the Mills bill should become a 
law. Inthe first column are the prices of the 
artieles, untaxed by tue tarifflaw; in the sec- 
end are the prices with the present tariff tax 
added; 1n the third column are the prices with 
the tariff tax revised as proposed in the Mills 
biil. This is the table:

measure like it, would very materially 
increase their margin for savings. The 
average ad valorem rate on the goods 
that are affected by the Milis bill is 
eaormous. It is 64.84 per eent. The lowest 
rate is on beoks, paper, &c., and is 24.40. The 
highest is on sugar, and is 78.14. The mere meén- 
tion of this enormous tax ought to be sufficient 
to insure its modification. The average rate on 
these articles which is proposed by the Millis 
bill is 48.28 per cent., alittle more than 1 per 
cent. higher than the existing averace rate en 
all imports. Ifthe preposed rate is not suifi- 
cient, the business which demands that the 
people shall submit toa higher tax in order te 
support it is not possible te the eeuntry. Those 
who are engaged in it would am & patriotic 
duty by turning their capital into channels 
where it would be more beneficent.

“ANADA’S FISHERY NAVY 


THE PROTECTION SERVICE FOR 
WHIOH IT IS USED. 
ACCORDING TO THE GOVERNMENT BLUE 
BOOK ONE SEIZURE WAS MADE AT 

A COST OF OVER $100,000. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 9.—There is prob- 
tbly no brand of literature for which English- 
men entertain so much respect as the Govern- 
nent Blue Book. It is so called on account of 
the deep indigo shade of ite paper cover. The 
respect felt for it is due in part to the repellant 
aspect of the paper cover—at the foot of which 
invariably appear those twin deadly enemies, 
the lion and the unmicern—and, in part, to the 
bewildering nature of the contents. In the 
average Blue Boek there is very little printed 
matter, but millions of figures. So itis in the 
rase of the special report on the “ Fisheries Pro- 
tection Serviee of Canada for 1887,” which has 
just been issued. 


* 

When the season of 1887 opened, Canada, if 
pot in a belligerent moed, was determined that 
no helpless mackerel, which, in its attempt te 
eseape from the voracious Gloueester fishermen, 
succeeded in crossing the three-mile limit line, 
should be disturbed by the orew of any 
vessel that sailed under the~ Stars and 
Biripes. So Canada furbished up her mavy 
by putting in commission the Gevernment 
steamer Acadia of 453 tons register, under 
command of Lieut. Gordon of the Royal Navy; 
the Government steamer La Canadienne of 227 
tons, under Capt. William Wakeman, ard the 
Government schooner Vigilant, under Capt. 
James McLean. It chartered the steam yachts 
Dream and Intrepid, and it also chartered nine 


schooners and sent them scouring up and down 
the coasts of Nova Scotia, New-Brunswiek, 
Prince Edward Island, and Cape Breton.

That none of the commanders of these ves- 
sels might embroil the Dominion in an inter- 
national difficulty the Minister ef Marine and 
Fisheries issued instruetions to them. Accord- 


ing to these the various commanders were au- 

thorized to receive inward and outward reports 
from American fishing vessels when the latter 
arrived at the outer part of any barbor, had no 

intention ef going further in, and had no busi- 
ness there exe spt to make a report and obtain a 
clearance. The commanders were warned that 
in carrying out their instructions they should be 

careful not to strain the interpretation of the 

law—with which they were, of course, fur- 

nished—im the direction ef interference with the 
rights and privileges of Ameriean fishermen in 

Canadian waters under the eonvention of 1818. 

The utmest liberty compatible with the full 

protection of Canadian interests was to be grant- 

ed to Ameriean fishing vessels in obtaining in 

Canadian waters shelter, repairs, wood, and 

water. All needful facilities for relief were to 

be granted in cases of disaster, distress, sick- 

ness, or death on board a foreign vessel, or in 
case of a Jack of provisions for a homeward

Thus equipped and having a further arma- 
ment of sometimes one and sometimes two 
brass] guns—muzzle-loaders—apiece, the armada 
set sail and prepared to decimate the Yankee 
fishing fleet. That it did not succeed in this 
praiseworthy design was not due to any shert- 
comings of 1t8 OWR 80 much as to the shrewd- 
ness of the Yankee skippers, who are credited 
with the ability to smell a cruiser 10 mules off. 
The Government cruisers stuek to their task, 
and before the season was over their command- 
ers had picked up alot of valuable information 
about the habits of mackerel and the formation 
of the coast line from the northern limit of the 
Gulf of 8t. Lawrence to the southern end of the 
Bay of Fundy. In the face of the blue book 
it seems impossible that an American fishing 
vessel could have escaped a Visit from at least 
one of the cruisers in the season, and accord- 
ing to the same authority it appears certain 
that a large number of Yankee craft were 
boarded twice, thrice, and sometimes a dozen 
times before their stockjef fish was large eneugh 
to warrant a homeward voyage. A transcript 
of each cruiser’s ,“‘ boarding book” is printed in 
the Blue Book, and eaeh “boarding book’’ gives 
the name of the vessel boarded, the name of the 
owner and master, her tonnage, the number ef 
her crew, her port of registry, the dateof board- 
Ing, the place, the number of days the boardee 
was out, the number of barrels of mackerel, if 
any, on board, where the fish was caught, why 
She was where she was, and other in formation 
of an equally valuable character. 


These “ bearding books” show very vividly 
the vicissitudes ef mackerel fishing off the Ca- 
nadian coast. Some vessels were; ‘‘from heme” 
three weeks and had caughtno fish. Others 
were ‘*‘out” the same length of time and had 
caught 115 barrels. Some had caught eight 
barrels of fish in seven weeks, while in the 
same space of time others had caught 300 bar- 
rels. Among the amusing features of the fvari- 
ous reports are the names of many ef the fish- 
ing vessels, their tonnage, and the size of their 
crews. The Senator Frye must have had 4 
bad habit of inching inshere, and that the ves- 
sel was boarded about once a week during’ the 
geasop may aceount for some ef the rancor.ex- 
hibited by the gentleman from Maine of the 
same Dame toward the defunct fisheries treaty. 
The Grover Cleveland, with the good fortune 
that is supposed to attach itself to the owner 
of the name, was boarded only once. The 
Governor Butler had a sneaking fondness for 
the immediate vicinity ef the three-mile limit, 
and the George IF. Edmunds was not far behind 
in this respect.

During the season the steamer Acadia boarded 
68 vessels, whieh ranged in size from 48 to 110 
tons. Lieut. Gordon of the Royal Navy must 
have been tickled with his job, particularly 
when upon asking the master of a schooner 


that lay suspicieusly elose to the three-mile line 
jor the name of his craft the Yankee skipper 
pointed to the boat’s stern. There the Lieu- 
tenant found the name, and it was Can’t Helpjlt. 
The erews of the vessels boarded by the Acadia 
numbered between 14 and 17 men, whichshows 
that she never bothered with small fry. The 
steamer La Canadienne was only in commission 
temporarily. and the Blue Book shows that she 
boarded only 7 vessels. The steamer Intrepid 
boarded 102 vessels, and her’ boarding crew had 
very little climbing to do, as the vessels ranged 
from 3to 15 tons and carried crews ef 2 men, 
with one exception, which carried 3 men. The 
steamer Dream did not werk se hard. She 
boarded 64 vessels, ranging from 5 to 128 tons, 
with crews of from 2 to 5 men. 


The Government sehooner Cruiser per- 
formed the bulk of the work. The schooner 
Vigilant carried off the palm by bourding 393 
vessels. The Triumph came next with 376 
vessels, and the Critie third with 270. The 


Advance boarded 70, the Houlett 94, the Crusoe 
4, the Geveral Middleton 14, andthe Annie C. 
Moore 3. 

Butethe fleet was not put in cemmission aelely 
to board unoffenaing American fishing smacks. 
It cost a good deal of money and mueh was ex- 
pectec of it. According te Lieut. Gordon, who 
commanded the steamer Acadia and seemed to 
have a supervision over the protection service, 
the fleet did its duty. After detailing the man- 
ner in which he disposed of his time, he adds 
that the patrol was very efficient, and that the 
amount of trespassing done by foreign vessels 
was insigniticant. Many reported cases, he 
states, were without foundation. More than 
half the crews of American vessels, Lieut. Gor- 
don says, were Nova Scotians or Prince Edward 
Islanders. The patrol was so efficient and the 
vast body of fish lay so elose to shore that 
few American vessels, in his opinion, were able 
to make fares, and the crews showed signs of 
great discontent, as the men worked on shares. 
Through the entire season his experierce and 
that of the other Governmert commanders was 
that the masters of Americar seiners were, a8 &@ 
rule, most anxious to comply with all rules and 
regulations laid down for their guidance. The 
best possible feeling existed betweer the Fn af 
tains of the cutters and the masters of the fish- 
ing vesseis. He concludes his report with the 
statement that the principal eruising ground of 
the Acadiain June, July, August, and Septem- 
ber was in the Guif of St. Lawrence, the Prince 
Eaward Island shore, the New-Brunswick shore 
to the Bay of Chaleur, with occasional runs 
around Cape Breton Island. 


The only seizure made by the Government 
cruisers was made by the Critic en July 24 and 
the account of the affair fius one page of the 
Blue Book. The important capture was made 
off the Prince Edward Island shore abeut noon. 
Sixty fishing craft were plying their trade 
about five miles off shore. e Critic stood on 
and off, keeping one eye on the fleet and the 
other on the three-milefiimit line. Suddenly 
Cemmander MeLaren neticed that four seine 
boats, with seines out, were inside the limit. 
The Critic clapped on all sail. The Nova Scotia 
Yankees in the four seine boats clapped on all 
oars. Two of the boats reached their vessele in 
salety, but one boat belonging to the Glouses- 
ter schooner Argonaut and another polensing 
to the Gloucester schooner Colonel J. H. Fren 
were bagged, seines and all. In the language 
of Commander McLaren’s report, ** the schoon- 
ers sailed off.” , Be 


The capture of these two seine boats is all 
that the protection service had to show for the 
geason’s work, unless thé cost ef the service be 
considered. That is an item that fillsa good 
many pages of the Blue Book. The mere 


charters of the various schoeners cost a nice 
lump. The charter of the Critic cost 126 66 
and that of the schooner Advauce The 


8 60 fer “a reefer, buttons, and lace,” and 

5 75 for “uniform and cap.” But thie ex- 
pense attached to the ehartering of a erse 
‘Was a mere bagatelle compared to the expense 
attached to a steamer, even if she were no 
bigger than a small American pleasure yacht. 
The wages of the officers and crew of the 
steamer Acadia amounted to $7,672 08; repairs 
te machinery, $8,373 46; boilers and furnaces, 
12,695 50; coal, $3,629 64; freight on coal 
rom New-York to Halifax, 475; steam 
fitting, $1,000; repairs, $637 05; hauling 
steamer to the slip, «si 10. Some of these 
items show, that the bluenose has ne more ob- 
jection than a great many Americans to take 
advantage of his Government, 


The total expense of the fisheries protection 
service for the season of 1887, according to the 
Blue Book, was $104,593 90, divided as follows:

Of course there are other expenses attachea 
to the service, but they do not shew in the Blue 
Book. But as they show they are quite large 
enough to satisfy those parts of the Dominion 
whick have no fish to sell and none to proteet. 
But something must be done to satisfy the mar- 
itime provinces that confederation is a blessing 
and that the Dominion of Canada is a good deal 
of a power.

LEAVING THE CATSKILLS. 


SUMMER GUESTS OBJECT 


CHILLY WEATHER. 

Ronpovut, N. Y., Sept. 9.—The Fall time 
tables on the Ulster and Delaware Railroad, 
the Stony Clove and Catskill Mountain Railroad, 
the Wallkill Valley Railread, and the West 
Shore Railroad went into effect to-day. Many 
of the express trains have been discontinued, 
and the fashionable season in the breezy Cat- 
skill Mountains may be said to be ended for 
1888. The eooi weather of last week drove 
thousands of city people to their homes, and a 
number of the large hotels have closed their 
doors much earlier than usual. The Grand, the 
old Catskill Mountain Heuse, the Laurel House, 
and nearly all the smaller houses are still open, 
and the guests who remain see the mountains at 
their best, for it’s in September that Rip Van 
Winkle’s land appears to advantage. The frost— 


jee a quarter of an inch thick formed at a num- 
ber of pointsin the range last Wednesday and 
Thursday mornings—has caused the maple 
trees to begin to turn andthe foliage on the 
sombre mountain sides presents arich picture to 
the eye. 

Manager Paige of the Hotel Kaaterskill, the 
Messsrs. Corne!l of the Grand, Capt. Tremper of 
the Tremper House, Manager Schutt of the 
Laurel House, Dr. Churchill of Churchill Hall, 
Mr. Van Loan of the Breeze Lawn, Manager 
Guigon of the Guigon House, Mr. Beach of the 
old Catskill Mountain House, and other pro- 
prietors and lessees of resorts say that the 
season has been a remunerative one, and that 
@ greater number of people have spent the 
Summer in the Catskills than ever before. It is 
a fair estimate to say that the increase has been 
from 7,000 to 10,000 persons, many of whom, 
however, made only short stays. The managers 
of the larger houses say it dows not pay to keep 
them open unless they havea full complement 
of guests, and that the houses really make more 
money by keeping open only 10 weeks than they 
would by entertaining guests for four months. 
For instance, the big Hotel Kaaterskill was not 
open tothe public till July 1 and its doors were 
closed last Tuesday, making the season a little 
more than eight weeks. At a house like this 
where there are over 400 servants the expenses 
necessarily are very heavy. 

In some instanees the experiment will be 
maade of running the houses all Winter, particu- 
larly in localities 60 to 80 miles back from the 
Hudson River front, where the air 1s dry and 
bracing. Physicians have been recommending 
many patients suffering from pulmonary com- 
plaints to try the effect of the clear inland 
mountaiaz air in Winter, and the proprietors ef 
the resorts who. will entertain guests the year 
areund believe that the patronage will be suffi- 
ciently large to make the undertaking pay 
handsomely.

JUMPBD TO HIS DEATH. 


THE FATAL RESULT OF A FAMILY 
QUARREL TO A THIRD PARTY. 
BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Sept. 9.—Theodoré 
Larnerd was arrested last night for trying to 
forcibly ejeet his wife from his home at 40 Ful- 
ton-street. The wife’s screams of ‘‘ Murder” 
and “Fire” awoke 8. F. Brown of New-York, 
whe was sleeping in the flat overhead. Brewn 
was dazed with sleep, and seeing acrowd out- 
side supposed the house was on fire. He jumped 
from a fourth story window and was impaled 


ty a picket fence. Ho died in 20 minutes: 
The body was taken to Bishop’s undertaking 
rooms, where to-day an inquest was held. 
Brown came from New-York last Wednesday 
to visit his aunt, Mrs. Bayles of 40 Fulton-street. 
he was sleeping with young Bayles at the time 
the Larnerds were fighting. He leaves a young 


wife and twe pretty children. Larnerd was ar- 


rested and at the police station said that he had 
been suspicious ot his wife for some time, She 
is an attractive woman of the blonde type, 
ulways dressing in excelient taste, and looked 
upon as one of the handsome women of Bridge- 
ort. Larnerd saw her walking with James Barry 
ast evening on Main-street. Barry is in the 
employ of Eaton, Cole & Burnhame, brass 
fuunders, and a prominent member of the Fire- 
man’s Association. When Larnerd returned 
home at midnight he found his wife in bed. 
He ordered her out of his house and tried to 
forcibly eject her. The screams of ‘*Murder!” 
and ‘Fire!’ attracted the neighbors and 
caused a crowd to colleet outside. It was this 
that awakened Sylvester Brown overhead. 

Larnerd is a contractor and builder. He gave 
heavy bonds for his appearance in court to-mor- 
row. 





END OF A GAMBLING QUARREL. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Sept. 9.—A shooting affray 
occurred at the corner of Dill and State streets 
in this city at 6:30 o'clock this morning. The 
shooting was done by John Corbitt, an ex- 
keeper inthe Auburn State Prison. The man 
shot was Patrick Flynn, well known as a gam- 
bler and general tough.

About 3 
o’clook this morniag they got into a row, 
and Flynn gave Corbitt a terrible beat- 
ing, eutting his face and chin in a 
horrible manner. Corbitt got away from 
Flynn and went to the oftiee of Dr. F. E. Maine, 
who dressed the wounds on his fave. He stari- 
ed to go to his home at 135 State-street, and 
met Flynn on the corner of State and Dill 
streets. Fiymn said: ““Squars yourself and we 
will settle our quarrel now,” atthe same time 
rushing at Corbitt and drawing his fist back as 
if to strike. Corbitt drew a 2%-caiibre pistol 
and fired, the ball striking Flynn in the ab- 
domen, about two inches to the right of the 
navel. He was taken into Edgar Parrish’s house 
in Dill-street, and later to the City Hospital, 
where he new lies in & precarious condition. 
Dr. Gerin, who is attending him, has made no 
effort to probe for the ball, fearing to aggravate 
the inflam mation. 

Corbitt walked to the police station and gave 
himself up. It is generally looked upen as a 
case of justifiable hemicide. Fiynn has been 
for years a noterious ruffian, a drunkard, anda 
gambler. He formerly kept a saloon at 100 
State-street, in this city. For some months he 
has been employed as watchmaa at the Govern- 
ment building nuw being constructed here, 
Corbitt was a peaceable man.

MANY MOURNERS ATTEND THE FUNERAL 

OF LESTER WALLACK AT STAMFORD. 

Gloomy and dark the clouds hung close 
to earth all day yesterday in the pretty little 
city of Stamford. The long rows of elms 
drooped sorrowfully over. the half-flooded 
streets and the varied landscape of field and 
wood and roeky spur. The wide-spreading 
lawns that everywhere border the streets were 
sodden and soggy. 

Two miles and a half to the eastward of Stam- 
fora lies Elmsmere, the Summer home of the 
Wallaeks, its broad acres of wood and green- 
sward stretching away till they terminate in 
seawall and beach, washed by the waters of 
Long Island Sound. A short distance off shore 


are the reeks that beat in the hull of 
the Bridgeport steamer Idlewild nearly three 
years ago. The driveway that leads 
through the estateis a continuatien of Sound 
View-avenue which ends abruptly at the large 
stone gateway. Back from the driveway stands 
the house, overleoking closely-clipped lawns 
and the sea. No sail is visible; nothing but fog. 
Where the house walls are not hidden § the 
trees, patches of dark red show through the 
heavy foliage. For 11 years or more Lester 
Wallack and his children made this beautiful 
spottkeirSummer home. In the further room 
to the northward the father. lies dead. Ever 
since Thursday there has been an almost unin- 
terrupted train of carriages rolling up to the 
house. Callers from New-York have been nu- 
merous, and messages have come from nearly 
every State in the Union. 

In that house, at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, the Rey. F. W. Braithwaite, Rector of St. 
Andrew’s Parish, Stamford, said the private 
office for the dead. Standing in the hall, he 
loeked upen four large roofns completely tilled 
with the mourning family ana their most in- 
timate friends, The casket was well-nigh 
buried in flowers. The service lasted only about 
half an hour, but was very impressive. Mrs. 
Wallack, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Sewall, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles E. Wallack and son, Mr. Arthur 
Wallack, and Mr. and Mra. Charles Wallack 
constituted the family. 
M. Palmer and Miss Palmer, Daniei Frohman 
and Miss Frohman, Mr. and Mrs. Gus Frohman, 
and William Yardley and daughter were among 
the New-York people present. Gen.. Skiddy, 
Dr. A. M. Hurlbut, and Mr. and Mra. L. C. Root 
were among the Stamford neighbors who had 
been invited to the house. 

Although not often associated with the towns- 
people in public enterprises, Mr. Wallack had a 
wide acquaintance among them, as well as 
among the Summer residents, and everywhere 
he was yery highly esteemed. The. servants 
were also gathered there. Among them was 
James Paine, the old negro coachman, who 
had faithfully served a kind master for 24 
years, A sister of Police Captain John Mc- 
Cullagh was a nurse in the family as far back 
as 1860, and she was also among the mourners. 
The final funeral services will be held at the 
Church of the Transfiguration, in West Twenty- 
ninth-street, near Fifth-avenue, in this city, at 
10:30 o’clock this morning. ; 

Speaking of his father’s sudden attack, Arthur 
Wallaek said: ** He talked with me but a few 
minutes before about my play, ‘A Cowara Con- 
science,’ that was to be brought out in Glas- 
gow Monday night. I left him in the best of 
spirits. When the fatal attack came upon him 
he sent for we and told the servants not to let 
sme go far. Still, I don’t think he had a premo- 
nition, When the end came I was holding him 
in my arms. S8o peacefully did he pass away 
that I did not realize that he had gone till the 
doctor signaled.” 

Lester Wallack will be buried to-day in Wood- 
lawn Cemetery. 

The value of Mr. Wallack’s estate is doubt- 
less considerably over $100,000. Besides the 
$30,000 life insurance and the $20,000 net profit 
from the benefit last May, which remains intact, 
the equity on the 40 acres and house at Elmsmere 
will amount to $15,0VU0, and there is $50,000 
to be realized from anuther source. One of the 
most successful theatrical managers in New- 
York said not long ago that Mr. Wallack had 
made far more money than any other manager. 
He thrived when the business was at its best, 
and when it was only necessary to ren the 
doors to fill the houses full. Mrs, Wallack, 
Arthur Wallack, and Harold Waliack will re- 
turn to Elmsmere immediately after the funeral 
and remain perbaps forall Winter. The other 
children will soon be back in their city homes. 


ASSAULTED BY THIEVES. 


A BROKER FOUND UNCONSCIOUS IN 
BED. 

David H. Bennett, a member of the firm 
ot Bennett & Co., brokers, of 66 Wall-street, 1n 
this city, occupies with his family the two-and- 
a-half-story frame house 13019 Forrest-street, 
Jersey City. Mr. Bennettand his son, Augustus 
P., 22 years old, have lived in the house alone 
for the past month, Mra, Bennett, a daughter, 
and two sons being in the ceuntry. Julia Cum- 
mings, a colored servant, attends to the house- 
work, but dees not sleep there. The elder Ben- 


nett slept in an alcove room on the second floor, 
aud the son occupied another room on the same 
oor. 

Augustus, at 6 o’clock yesterday morning, 
was awakened by a noise in his father’s room, 
and found the old gentleman unconscious in 
bed. Blood was oozing from a wound on the 
left side of the bead, just above the temple. 
How he came by the injury could not be ascer- 
tained. Dr. James Wilkinson was called and 
said the wound had probably been made with a 
billy or policeman’s club. Bennett is suffering 
from concussion of the brain. The injured man 
remained unconscious all the day, but last night 
he regained his senses. He could not speak, 
however, but knew what. was said to him and 
recognized his son and friends. 

A gold watch and ehain which Mr. Bennett 
Wore are missing, and the police think that 
thieves visited the nouse, and being discovered 
by Mr. Bennett assaulted him. Yeung Bennett 
says thathe got home about 1 o’clock in the 
morning, and that his father was sleeping at 
that time. He says he examined the doors 
and windows of the house before retiring and 
found them all secure. When he went to his 
father’s room in the morning the window in the 
room was open and a chair near it was over- 
turned. A grape arbor runs along the house 
under the window, and by climbing to the top 
of it a person ceuld easily get into the reom 
through the window.

A RUSSIAN’S ARDUOUS SEARCH FOR THE 
BODIES OF HIS WIFE AND CHILD. 
Owing to some one’s blunder a agrief- 
stricken husband was compelled to hunt about 
the city yesterday for the dead bodies of his 
wife and child, and only succeeded in finding 
them late in the afternoon by the aid of Coroner 
Messemer. Joseph Petek, a Russian, has been 
residing for some time past at Westfield, Mass., 
and has been engaged in selling goods througi- 
out the adjoining country. He married a beau- 
tifal young woman of 22 by the name of Esther. 
She died en Thursday and at the same time her 
newly-born infant died. Potok decided to bury 


his dead at Bayside Cemetery, in New-Jersey, 
and secured a permit from the Town Clerk of 
Westfield for the removal of the bodies. They 
were inclosed in a common pine coffin, on which 
was nalled the permit, and shipped to this city 
on the Boston express on Friday, Potok coming 
with them. 

Potok had written to his brotner-in-law, Henry 
Sohwartz of 72 Norfolk-street, this city, to meet 
him on the arrival ef the train Friday evening. 
The train was behind time, and not finding 
Schwartz at the station Potok started out tolook 
up someot his friends. He met Schwartz on the 
street, and they went tothe baggage room of 
the New-York and New-Haven Railroad toclaim 
the bodies. The baggage master would not al- 
low them to take them away without a permit 
from the New-York Boar of Health, but per- 
mitted Potok to remove the permit of the Tewn 
Clerk of Westfield without taking any memo- 
randum of the names of the dead persons, or of 
anything whereby te identify them. Potok and 
Schwartz went to the Board of Health office and 
found it closea. As the following day was Sat- 
urday and their religion did not permit them to 
bary their dead on that, day they did ret go to 
the station. Saturday night Baggage Master 
McCullough reported to the police of the Grand 
Central Sub-Precinct that there was an un- 
claimed dead body im the baggage room. Word 
was sent tothe Morgue, and Morgue Keeper 
Fogarty took thecutfin away in the dead wagon, 
no one asking him who he was or by what au- 
thority ne did so. 

When Potok went to the baggage room yes- 
terday to take away his dead search was made 
for the collin, but it could not be found, and no 
one abeut the baggage room could tell what 
had become of it. A visit was then made to the 
sub-precinct police station, but there was no 
record there of its disposition. Potok was in 
despair when he met Coroner Messemer. The lat- 
ter went to the baggage room and had a porter 
make athorough search, but it was fruitless. 
Baggage Master McCullough and other em- 
ployes were questioned, butall declared their 
ignorance of the whereabouts of ,the coflin. 
Finally the Coroner and Potok jumped into one 
of the carriages, which with a hearse the latter 
had brought to the station, and drove to the 
Morgue. Mr. Fogarty bad had photographs of 
the wife and child taken and they were quickly 
identitied. The. bodies were delivered to Potok 
and he took them to Bayside Cemetery and 
buried them. Mr. Fegarty said that when he 
took the bodies away no one asked him who be 
was or by what authority ne did so. 


THE KENDALS ARE COMING. 
PSI Tih 
TO PLAY AN ENGAGEMENT UNDER 
MANAGER DANIEL FROHMAN. 

It has now been definitely determined 
that Mr. and Mrs. Kendal, with their famous 
company from the St. James’s Theatre, London, 
will visitthe United States after the coming 
season. They will come for a season of 20 
weeks, and will be under the direction of Man- 
ager Daniel Frohinan of the Lyceum Theatre. 
Negotiations for this engagement began while 
Mr. Frohman was in London last Summer, and 
aince his return he has been busily engaged in 
settling the preliminaries to the satisfaction of 
the Kendals and himself.

It 
Was partially agreed upon before Mr. Froaman 
lett London, but the final arrangements weré 
not made until Saturday, when the business 
was vlosed by cable. After a month’s engage- 
ment in this city the Kendals will visit Beston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, and the orher large 
cities of the couptry. At the conclusion of their 
American tour it is quite probable that Mr. and 
Mrs. Kendal will open a new theatre of their 
own in London. Mr. Kendalis now eontem- 
plating such a venture. Mr. Hare, Mr. Kendal’s 
former partner at the St. James’s, has beeame the 
lessee of the new Garrick Theatre, of which W. 
J. Gilbert is the financial backer. Mr. Kendal’s 
lease of the St.James’s bas expired, and was sold 
to an actor named Barrington, who will reopen 
the house soon under his own management. 
The Kendals have just closed their annuai tour 
of the British provinces, and will play in Eng- 
land all of next season, 





MEETING OF POST OFFICE OLERKS. 

A meeting of the new organizations of 
Post Office clerks of New-York City was held 
yesterday afternoon, with John Holmes, Presi- 
dent of the national organization, in the chair. 
Congressmen 8. 8, Cox and Timothy Campbell 
had been invited to attend, but they had to go 
to Washington and sent letters of regret. The 
members of the organization said that the Post 
Office clerks in Memphis were paid $1,700 to 
$1,800 per annum, in Newark $1.100 to $1,320, 
and in New-York from $480 to $1,320. The 
elerks here nominally worked nine hours a day, 
but as the mail matter is constantly increasing 
they.generaily work 11 hours. A few days ago 
150 men had to handle in one day 134 tons of 
newspapers, besides stamped newspapers and 
letters, 

G. H. Ackerman delivered an address, in 
which he said that the bill which Cong:essman 
Cox had introduced inte the Heuse was a very 
important one. Mr. Ackerman was made an 
honorary member of the organization. A spe- 
cial committee reported that it had waited on 
Postmaster-General Dickinson, whe received 
the members very Cceurteously and promised 
to do all he could to help the passage of the 
bill. Congressiman Blount of Geergia, who was 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads, had done all he could to have 
the bill pigeonboled. 

State Senator Reilly delivered an address, 
and was appointed oh a committee to go to 
Washington and confer with Congressman 
Blount ana other members of the committee. 
‘The Congressional bill divides Post Office clerks 
into six classes. Those in the tirst class are 
new men, who will be. taken for six imenths’ 
probation. The salary of the men in the vari- 
ous classes will be: First class, $600; second 
class, $800; third class, $1,000; fourth class, 
red fifth class, $1,400, and sixth class,
